ALL “BOXERS.” 
Sir,—The “Boxer” outbreak in China is the latest—perhaps it is the 


-crowning—manifestation of a spirit, from which more than all else Jews have 


suffered, are suffering, and will suffer in the future, 
regarded as “ foreign devils” everywhere. 

It was this * Boxer” spirit that moved Pharaoh to enslave our people— 
“lest they multiply and it come to pass that, when there falleth out any war, 
they also’ join themselves to our enemies ‘—and that bas impelled all the 
‘ Pharaohs” that have come after him in their dealings with our people. 

It was this “ Boxer” sentiment which was at the bottom of the South 
African War, and it was this sentiment which was employed by financiers who 
had their own axes to grind, so as to prevent any peaceful issue to the questions 
upon which there was variance between this country and the South African 
Republic. Originating as it did in the “ Boxer” cult, the war, which was from 
the first bound to end in victory for that ideal, was clearly inimical to Jewish 
interests. | 

Still more inimical, however, is the ‘ patriotic” boxerism—in words and 
deeds—that has flooded the couatry. Jews in England having contributed 
with the fulsome exuberance so characteristic of a people which, taken as 
a whole, is utterly unable to differentiate between snobbishness and dignity, have. 
I am afraid, only purchased a rod for their own back. 

The fact that our brothers and children have poured out their blood upon 
the veldt, and that we have a proud roll of honour in the war will avail nothing. 
One of the finest outbursts of oratory ever uttered by one of the greatest orators 
who ever ever sat in the House of Commons, was employed to denounce the 
policy of differentiation pursued towards lrishmen, who in the Peninsular War 
had “done their duty.” The fact that as Shiel put it, “the blood of England, 
Scotland and of Ireland flowed in the same stream and drenched the same 
field,’ did not prevent their being denominated as “Aliens” by the Lord 
Chancellor of that day. Fifty years have gone by since Richard Lalor Shiel 
spoke. He and his words are all but forgotten, and Irishmen are still set 
aside, as ‘mere [rish "—part of the “ Celtic fringe.” | 

Is it likely that Jews will fare better or that they will be spared, when 
the “Boxer” sentiment they have assisted to fan in this country happens to 
light on them? Did the part which Jews took on each side in the Franco- 
German War prevent the birth of anti-Semitism in the one State or the enact- 
ment of the Dreyfus tragedy in the other? | 
But this is not the worst aspect. Jews have become so imbued with the 
‘* Boxer” sentiment that they exercise it among themselves sectionally. 
Hence, we find some Roumanian Jews flying to this country from 
persecution not welcomed as brothers, but received by our “ philanthropists "' 
as an added communal burden, and we see those same “ philanthropists ” shaking 
in their shoes lest a few more should come and some complaint should be made 
about an “ Alien Invasion,” resulting—so I have heard it said—in an anti-Semitic 
aesteton tn this country—the South African Jewish roll of honour notwith- 
standing ! 

Asa matter of fact the “ Boxer” sentiment is in itself a good one, inso- 
much as it is allied to pride of country aod pride of race. For, as George 
Eliot said,‘ not oaly the nobleness of a natioa depands on the presence of a 
national consciousness, but also the nobleness of each individual citizen.’’ 
Parenthetically, so far as the Jew is religiously concerned, to be faithful to 
the ideals which he is ostensibly credited with holding, he too must be a 
“ Boxer,’—refusing. to recognise any thought or any sentiment but that which is 
moulded upon ancient codes and obsolete forms. This too may possibly have 
some good in it. But, where we Jews are making the mistake is in endeavour- 
ing to Box” for others. It is surely time that we turned the “ Boxer” senti- 
ment to our own ends, towards the fostering of pride in our own race, and iu 
what, despite our “ exile,” we yet regard as our own country.

~CHAZANIM AND CHAZONOS. 


Sir,—I must thank tha Rev. J. A. Gouldstein for his very sympathetic refer- 
ences to the ever-cherished memory of my father 7, who, in his life-time 
may not perhaps have met with tbe appreciation which his transcendent gifts 
xo well merited. I do not think it will be an exaggeration to say that as a 
Chazan and composer of liturgic music he was eminently ‘great amongst the. 
great.” Ata time when the science of music was a luxury of the select few, he 
practically taught himself harmony and counterpoint, and eventually acquired 
such a mastery over technique that the late eminent musician, Samuel David, at 
the time examiner at the Paris Conservatoire, after perusing the OTPID NU’, 
could not help exclaiming: “ Your father’s composition and style of writing 
remind me of the old Italian masters.” | 

However, we are now concerned with the palpitating present. and in the 
absence of a “ Haim Wilner,” which nature evidently does not model every day, 
it is clearly our business to devise means whereby the next best substitutes may 
be reared, and such, I maintain, can be evolved from the raw material now 
lying dormant at the great clerical factory in Guildford Street. | 

I am quite aware that Chazanos is and has been taught at the College, but 
if the training necessary to turn out modern Chor-Chazanim such as are to be 
found in any congregation of importance on the Continent, is also given there, 
then where are the results ? | 

A smattering of Chazonos is of as much avail-as well-edited handbooks are 
for the improvement of synagogue choirs. A Chazan, I take it, is mainly a 
voice-user (I dare not say a vocalist), and if so, how is it that he is as a general 
rule sublimely innocent of the veriest elements of voice production? And as 
regards music, how many of our Chazanim would pass even an elementary — 
examination at any of London's Schools of Music? There are still amongst us 
“old practitioners” who could adorn the Almemar of the best-known village 
Shool in Poland—their exquisite taste and vocal skill enabling them to faith- 
fully reproduce certain fascinating nasalities bequeathed to them by some famous 
nonentities, 

I could count at least half-a-dozen ministers—past students of Jews’ 
College—who possess excellent voice material, and who might have been good 
Chazanim had they,.when young, devoted themselves heart and soul to the neces- 
sary training. I consider that an intimate communion with the vocal master- 
pieces of Mendelssohn, Schubert, or Brahms, and the study which a really 
artistic interpretation of them would involve should make an excellent Chazan of 
a student. Voice, esthetic voice, is more of a mental than a physical gift. Of 
course it requires a physical basis, but tone without “soul” is like a frame with- 
out a mind, and true song results only from an all-round musical culture, and 
a perfect harmony of body and mind. . 

Art is by no means inconsistent with the study of theology or any other 
study. Mr. Frangcon Davies is able to give a better account of ‘“ Lord God 
of Abraham" by reason of his brilliant University career. Why should it be 
thought improper to use the word art in connection with religion’? As regards 
the “ unreasonable prejudice against English chazanim,” there is only one way 
to overcome it. Let students learn their particular profession in a practical 
manner and they will not be ousted from the ‘‘ Cantor’s desk,”

inmates. I have long considered that some change was necessary, and could 
quote innumerable deserving cases which have been passed over, both as regards 
adults and young children, but have hitherto refrained from expressing my 
ideas ; but on looking over my voting paper to-day for the July election, I find 
such glaring cases of inconsistency, that I am bound to give expression to my 
opinions, First, I find an adult female having made four applications ; 
she now starts without a single vote, al) previous votes according to 
the law as it stands at present being forfeited, and here is a candidate of 
irreproachable character allied to one of the best Jewish families in England. 
amongst whose males have been aldermen, mayors and members of other 
corporate bodies, whose only crime is that she has _ resigned herself 
to her needle to support an aged father and mother, both having 
died over eighty years of age, and at last, when unable to work, is 
forgotten by the world. Turn again to the list of boys’ candidates,

we find a case of a boy having made two applications, and not a single 
vote. I find another, third application, three votes; another third application, 
seven votes; another third application, one vote; and it concludes with a | 
case of a fifth application, with a result of 20 votes.

If so, it is asin to ignorethem ; if the contrary, they should 
not be eligible candidates. | 

I shall be asked how do these anomalies occur’! Nothing more easy 
to answer for a person like myself, who has had 20 years experience of 


the working of the present mode of election. The election of 
candidates is obtained by those having the largest number of votes. So far,

THE TERM 


Sir.—Dr. Salomon, notwithstanding all the difficulties, still holds firm on 
the corners of his altar, defending his beloved theory zealously and bravely ; 
he would by no means admit the term in question to be indigenous, but regards 
it as foreign and born on the shores of the Nile. By his inexhaustible creative 
energy and genius he has succeeded so far in emerging safely. if not victoriously ; 
but I am afraid there are some more etymological and grammatical shoals and 
reefs on which this far-fetched and far-reaching supposition may at last be 
wrecked. I beg to submit some of them :— 

1. He translates the verse thus: ‘and the writing of (the name of the 
souls) ‘ Kaka’ ye shall not put into you.’ Now the word NAIM), if so, will be 
the only verbal noun in this sentence, and cannot possibly be followed by the 
preposition 0233, but should be 03°>¥.

The Scriptures as 
well as the Talmud both strictly observe this rule, even the latter never uses 
the reduplication in conjugated verbs, but WU?) ON, and may therefore in 
this respect safely be accepted as a reliable test.

Mr, A. Jacons, 80, Plein Street, Cape Town, writes under date May 20th : 
I am very pleased to report to you this week that I have received a letter and 
photograph of the “ Volunteer Jewish Ambulance Corps,’ which is serving 
under Lord Roberts at Bloemfontein. These boys, though young, have already 
been under fire, and behaved very creditably, bringing out poor wounded 
soldiers from amidst shot and shell, and I think that they are a credit to our 
Jewish faith for the able way in which they are performing their arduous duties. 
This corps, out of a public subscription, equipped themselves, but the funds are 
now almost exhausted : so I am this week sending you a pom-pom shell, which 
was captured from a Boer convoy, and two Queen's chocolate boxes, which I 
would esteem ita great favour it you would have put up for auction, and 
would put the proceeds towards giving the corps a fw pounds to start afresh 
after the war is over. Ihave this week bought a lot of underlinen for the corps, 
and it is my intention to open a subscription list to defray cost of same, and 
I might add that any subscription that might be forthcoming from any of your 
readers would be greatly acceptable and thankfully received. might 
add that this corps offered its services free, and so they cannot ask the Govern- 
ment to give them any equipment. 


Bloemfontein Camp, 

30/3/1900 

DEAR MR. JACOBS,—I have now tae pleasure of penning you @ line, hoping same 
will find you well, the same as this leaves myself and all the boys here. We nave gone 
through a most terrible experience since our departure from Cape Town. Active 
service is not quite a picnic. Marches on half-rations, as yourself, being a military man, 
know, are no joke. ‘I'wo biscuits, not unlike Spratt’s dog biscuits, do not satisfy a fellow 
fora day, being intheopenair. They are just enough to fill the stomach of a dog, but, 
[ am sure, not a man. We smelt powder vn the 10th inst, at the battle of Driefontein, 
thirty miles from here. This was their last etand before Bloemfontein. so made a 
rattling day of it. Oar casualties inthe ten hours’ fighting was about 500 killed and 
wounded—a bad day's work. The deaths on the enemy’s side was far greater. We com- 
menced marching the day of the battle at three in the morning ; were served out with 
one biscuit, and told that it was to last us until we got another such good feed. This was 
a very happy prospect! On this march, we were timply glaring at each other's biscuit with 
hungry eyes. This is no pleasant sensation, After a long march, we arrived at the scene 
of action. Onur artillery were on the job long before we came up with our division, the 
6th, General Kelly-Kenny in command, . Through some unforeseen reason, we had a halt. 
I was standing beside our ambulance waggon with Manny Levi, listening to the din of 
the battle, when all of a sudden I heard a buzz above my head. I looked up, and, about 
six yards away, saw a cloud of dust where a shell had struck. This shell sent two mules 
to kingdom come. Another came after about two minutes’ interval, and yet another. We 
got the order to retreat, and it is needless for me to tell you how quickly the order was 
carried out. [ never thought I was much of a runner, but I would have knocked spots off 
the world’s champion on this occasion.. About a quarter of an hour elapsed, and we were 
ordered out with stretchers. We mounted a kupje with the Essex, Welsh and York 
Regiments, just evacuated py the Boers. They were sniping at this period very furioasly 
from another. The little lead pilis came whistling about us like hail, and it is a God-send 
we all came out of it and live to teil the tale. hey were dropping in front of us like 
sheep, and it was a sorrowful spectacle to witness. Those who fancy that a Red Cross 
man is not exposed to the fire are greatly mistaken. Well, we hada busytime ofit. I 
cannot explain to you fully the account of the battle, as it would fill volumes, so must cut 


-. itshort. Next morning, I went out with Manny Levi and a few others to the kopje. 


where some fighting took place before the fail of night. Of course, the R.A.M.C. 
were out all night bringing in the wounded. When we reached the kopje, we saw thirty 
of our men lying dead, and six Boers dead and seven wounded. Whilst attending to them, 
Lord “ Bobs” came up with a few staff officers. They got off their horses and gave us 
all the water they had in their bottles for them. He reported that he counted 102 dead 
Boers on a neighbouring kopje. So the enemy must have lost heavily. We stayed 
with the wounded at Driefonteia some days; then moved on to here. I forgot to mention 
thatone Boer died in Manny Levi's arms. Bloemfontein at the present time is a picture. 
There are 45,000 men here. The entry of the British into the enemy's capital will note a 
very important epoch in the history of the war. T'wo others and myself have been detailed 
off to do hospital duty. This is very unpleasant. I met a barber here, a Yid, who is a 
member of the Bloemfontein Buffalo Lodge. He says the lodge is closed for the present. 
Having nothing further to write, [ will now conclude, with kind remembrances to ail. 
Kindly remember me to all in the lodge. 

P.S8.—All the boys wish to be kindly remembered to you. Our badges are at a 
premium here amongst the Yidden. 3

Training of Jewish Teachers. 

The scarcity of trained teachers for the Jewish schools (both Board and 
Voluntary) in the East End has been making itself felt very seriously in the last 
yearortwo. Therequirements of the Education Department are such nowadays 
that a teacher hardly counts as “ trained ” unless he or she has been at a training 
College for two years. How all the teachers desiring to be trained are to find 
places in the present training colleges is a problem still unsolved. For it appears 
that roughly speaking, where 6,000 places for elementary teachers are required 
each year, there are only 4,000 places, and therefore a good third of the would-be 
students and future teachers are by no fault of their own debarred 
from the advantages of training at college. For the Jewish teachers, especially 
the women, the position has been even worse than for their non-Jewish sisters, 
Many of the Colleges are Church Colleges, others are Dissenting Colleges, and 
thus not available for Jewish girls, Homerton New College, Cambridge, and 
Stockwell College, have so far been the only residential colleges that have 
opened their doors to them. But an interesting experiment has already been 
started at the new training college—St. Gabriel's, Denmark Hill—which began 
work this autumn, This college is working in temporary premises, but 
its founders hope to see it located in a fine building of its own at the end of 
this year. At a meeting held on Friday last, in aid of the Building Fund, at 
the Church House, Westminster, it was stated by the Bishop of Rochester and 
the Bishop of Winchester, that though the residential part of the college would 
be frankly Church of England, yet the non-residential part would be open to 
students of all sects. They would be boarded in boarding-houses or hostels 
arranged for by the college authorities, and would yet be able to join in the 
corporate life of the college. The Principal, Miss Bishop, formerly head of 


_ Holloway College, has already extended every encouragement to the efforts 


now being made for Jewesses to enter the college as non-residential 
students. And in response to a request from the Jewish Teachers’ Training 


Committee, Hebrew, taken under proper supervision at Toynbee Hall, 


will be allowed as a Class subject on the time table of the College. Jewish 


Students entering the college will therefore have every facility for taking Hebrew 


for their Certificate examination, and so qualifying themselves for the further 
work of teachers under the Religious Education Board.. Should they wish to 
live at any of the leading houses under college supervision, they would also be 
enabled to live as strict Jewesses, as Kosher food will be arranged for. We 
understand that already two Jewish teachers have been accepted for the ensuing 
year, beginning in October, and for the sake of the general status of teaching in 
our schools, one cannot help hoping that the opening thus made for 
them will be utilised by those who are taking up teaching as a profession for 
life. It is also to be hoped that the Jewish community will realise the 
generosity of the Church of England in thus placing at the disposal of all 
sections of teachers the educational advantages they are trying to provide on so 
liberal a scale. It may be put down asa “set off” to the many accusations of 
bigotry and intolerance hurled at the Church, often not without reason. 


OBITUARY. | 


M. LEON KAHN, PARIS. 


The Jewish community in Paris has lost one of its ablest and most 
devoted servants by the death of M. Léon Kahn, Secretary to the Consistoire 
Israélite. M. Kahn discharged the duties of his important office with dignity, 
distinction and ‘authority ; but he rendered distinguished service to a far wider 


circle than the Jewish community in Paris, through his interesting literary 


labours resulting in the publication of several works on the history of that 
community and its institutions. His researches among the musty archives of 
the Bastille led to some interesting discoveries, the fruit of which is to be 
found in his books “The Jews in Paris under Louis XV,” “The Jews in 
Paris in the 18th Century,” and his principal work issued by one of the foremost 
Parisian publishers, “The Jews in Paris under the Revolution.” The repre- 
sentative attendance at the funeral testified to the high esteem in which M. Kahn 
had been held: Among those who delivered addresses and spoke on the high 
character and great merits of the deceased were the. Grand Rabbins of France 
and Paris, and Baron Gustave de Rothschild, President of the Consistoire. 


Baron Edmond de Rothschild was also in the procession to the Montmartre 


Cemetery.

From the Yeshibah to the Opera House. 


It is a far cry from the Yesbibah, the training College of Russian Rabbis, to 
the position of a highly-successful baritone at the Royal Opera House, Covent 
Garden, London. However strange the progress from the Yeshibah to the Opera 
may appear to the readers of the Jewish CHRONICLE, it has again been accom- 
plished, bearing out once more the old adage “ truth is stranger than fiction.’ 


The career of Herr Miihlmann is typically Jewish, for who but a member 
of the race, the history of which is replete with stories of persecution and 
oppression, would have overcome the difficulties and swept away the obstacles 
on the path to recognition’? It is “the hope long deferred that maketh the 
heart sick,” though it is evident from the struggles of this emigrant that he 
bore in mind the words of ‘‘ Shakespeare,” | 


“ Oft expectation fails and most oft there 
Where most it promises, and oft it hits, — 
Where hope is coldest, and despair most sits.” 


The story is best told in Herr Miihlmann’s own words. 

-“T was born in Kischineff, in Bessarabia. My father, who was a teacher, died 
when I was not yet three | 
years old, bequeathing to 
my mother the sacred charge 
of. bringing me up as a 
Rabbi. Consequently the 
Cheder and then the Yeshi- 
bah were 
establishments to which a 
fond parent sent me. But 
“man proposes and God 
disposes.” My comrades 
whom I entertained with 
old Jewish melodies urged 
me to become a Chazan. ° 
My mother would not hear 
of it. An old friend of ours, 
however, a Chazan, who 
thought it a pity that my 
voice should be neglected, 
kindly undertook my train- 
ing. For three years. until 
attaining my majority, I 
studied with the Chazan, 
and then went as a chor- 
ister to a great Syna- 
gogue at Odessa. Twelve 
months was the duration 
of my stay there. During 
the whole of this period the 
Director of the School of 
Music advised me to pre- 
ceed to Vienna and adopt 
Music as a_ profession.

Among the stars were Jean 
de Reszke, and I sang the Kurwenal to his Tristan in ‘ Tristan and Isolde.’ The

MARRIAGE BETWEEN NIECE AND UNCLE. 


InN RE DE Witton—De WILTON Vv. MONTEFIORE. 


This case came for argument upon an originating summons before Mr. 


Justice Stirling on Tuesday, the 19th of June. The summons wae taken out 
by Messrs. Emanuel and Simmonds, the solicitors to the estate. Mr. H. S. Q. 
Henriques appeared for all the parties other than the children of Eugenie 
Rose om arm lontefiore, for whom Mr. A. V. Dicey, Q.C., and Mr. B. A. Cohen 
appeared. 

The question for the decision of the Court was whether the residuary estate 
should be divided into seven or eight shares, which depended upon the decision 
of two points, namely (1) whether the children of a marriage solemnised at 
Wiesbaden in accordance with the custom and usages of the Jews between a 
woman and her mother’s brother, both of whom were at the time domiciled in 
England, are legitimate by English law: and (2) whether, provided such 
children are illegitimate, there were words in the will indicating an intention to 
make provision for them, The arguments on the latter point are not of general 
interest, and are therefore not appended. 


Mr. HENRIQveS opened the case, and from his statement it appeared that 
Mrs. Wilton, widow of Surgeon-Major Jacob Williams, who in September 15th, 
|X76, assumed the name of De Wilton, made her will on the 30th of July, 1889, 
and executed three codicils at various dates, providing among other things that 
her residuary estate should be held in trust for all her children (including any 
who might have died in her lifetime leaving issue living at her death) in equal 
shares, and so that the share of any child who: might have died in her lifetime 
leaving issue should devolve on his or her personal representatives-as part of 
his or her personal estate Mrs. De Wilton died on the 30th of June, 1819, 

ossossed of considerable persona estate.. Six children survived her, while two 

ad predeceased her, leaving children, namely Charles and Eugenie Rose Emma. 
the question before the Court being whether the children of the Jatter were 
legitimate and so entitled to their mother’s share of the estate. Mrs. De Wilton 
had been a Miss Montefiore and was born and died a Jewess, but her husband 
was a Christiau, and all her children had been educated as Christians. On the 
20ih of August, 1876, at Wiesbaden, in the kingdom of Prussia, Eugenie Rose 
Emma went through the form of a civil marriage, according to Prussian law, 
with her natural uncle, Joseph Gompertz Montefiore, and on the same day the 
same parties went through the form of a religious marriage, accord'ng to the 
custom and practice of the Jews, before Dr. Kahn, the Rabbi at Wiesbaden. 
Eugenie Rose Emma had not, at this time, been admitted as a proselyte 
to the Jewish faith ; accordingly, on September 17th, 1276, she was admitted 
a proselyte at Paris by Rabbi [sidor, Grand Rabbin of France, and on the 
same day again went through the religious ceremony of marriage with her 
uncle. Affidavits were sworn by Mr. C. H. I, Emanuel and Mr. J.G. Montefiore, 
stating that all the parties concerned believed the marriage to be a valid one, 
that the best legal advice had been taken before its celebration, and that Mrs. 
De Wilton had always treated the offspring of the marriage as her grand- 
children, and shown them great affection, There was also an affidavit sworn 
by Dr. Gaster to the effect that the Jewish marriage ceremonies were valid, and 
that the parties were capable by Jewish law of marrying each other. 


Mr. Dicey, Q.C., then argued that this was a valid marriage. The act 5 

and 6, Will. LV,, c. 54, makes what was formerly a canonical disability, a civil 
disability, aod renders all marriages within the prohibited degrees void. Such 
marriages had been formerly voidable only. i.., they could be avoided after 
the death of either husband or wife, That act no doubt applied to Christians. 
nor wouid the fact that the marriage was solemnised abroad enable the parties 
to evade the act. Brook v. Brook, 94 L., c. 143. His point was that the act did not 
apply to Jewish marriages. He could not argue in that Court that the marriage 
was not within the prohibited degrees if celebrated between Christians. this 
particalar relationsnip: was not mentioned in Leviticus, but the case of the 
Queen v. Chadwick, 11 Q.B. 173, was binding on that Court. The prohibited 
degrees were laid down statutes 28 Hen. VIIL., c.7 & 16; 32 Hen. VIILI., 
c. 83. Canon of 1603, No. %9, Co. Inst. IT., 683, but when these statutes were 
enacted there were no Jews in England, therefore they had no application to 
Jews. Hecould not say when Jews first legally settled in this country, but 
enactments relating to marriage laid down prior to their settlement here would 
not extend to Jewish marriages. When Jews did come here, the Ecclesiastical 
Courts which at that time had cognisance of all questions relating to marriage 
would have refused to deal with Jewish marriages at all. He only 
knew of one case in which they had decided such questions, namely, 
Lindo v. Belisario, 1 Hag. Con. 216, a very peculiar case, which was 
referred to the Ecclesiastical Court by the Court of Common Law. 
Lord Stowell in that case referred the question of marriage or no marriage to 
the Jewish Beth Din, showing that the Jews were governed by their own 
matrimonial Jaw, and not by the ordinary law of the land. Then, again, there 
was the question of divorce. He did not find that until the new Divorce Act, 
cases of Jewish Divorce had come before the Courts. Moreover, the English 
law at this time did not recognise a decree of divorce as enabling a divorced 
person to marry again, but it did recognise such a second marriage by divorced 
Jews. See Ganer v. Lady Landesborough, Peake, 25. {Mr. Henriques: That 
was a divorce pronounced at Leghorn, and the parties must therefore be taken 
to have been domiciled there and subject to the law of Italy, and not of England |. 
He then referred to the speeches of the Lords in the Queen v. Millis, 10 c., 
and f, 534, and especially commented on Lord Brougham’s remarks at p.° 701. 
He also referred to the later marriage acts, 6 and 7, Will. IV., c. 8552, and 304 
Vict., c. 72,8. 5, and said that the tact that Jewish marriages were therein 
exempted, showed that they were also exempted by implication from the 
provisions of 5 and 6, Will. LV., c. 54. | 


Mr, HENRIQUES argued in reply this was not and could not be a valid 
marriage, for the parties to it were incapable by the law of England of marry- 
ing each other. Both these parties were domiciled in England, 
and it is a well-recognised principle of law that the question of personal 
capacity to enter into any contract is to be decided by the law of domicile 
(Sottomayor v. De Barros, L.R. 3 P.D. 5). Jews if domiciled here are English- 
men and subject in all respects to the law of England, unless expressly exempted 
by statute. Even if there were a special law for the Jews, it would not avail 


in this case ; because the wife was born a Christian and only became a proselyte 


to Judaism, and if Mr. Dicey’s contention were right. then any person who 
wished to marry within the prohibited degrees had only to pecome a proselyte 
to Judaism and he was at liberty todvso. The period when the Jews may be 
said to have been legaily settled in England was not really doubtful. He referred 
to the petition of Johanna Cartwright to Lord Fairfax in 1648, which proved 
abortive, and those of Abraham Delivera (1673), and Joseph Henriques (1685), 
to the Privy Council, praying that the Jews might bave the free exercise or 
their religion, which were granted. Since the last date Jews may be said to have 
been legally recognised here. But when they settled here they were 
subject to all the laws of the land, whether passed before or after 


their settlement. Thcy were, therefore, subject to the ordinary marriage 
laws until 1753, when Lord Hardwicke’s Act was passed, from which 
Jews were expressly exempted, Since the decision of the Queen v. Millis, in 
1844, it must now be considered that all Jewish marriages before 1755 were 
invalid, for that case decides that by the common law a marriage is not valid 
unless solemnised in the presence of an ordained clergyman. But the Lords 
were equally divided in that case, and till then it was a moot point, and there 
was ample room for doubt. It is now merely an academic question, because 
10 and 11 Vict., c. 58, expressly validates all Jewish marriages solemnised before 
1837. He also referred to the Statute 6 and 7 Will. IIL. ¢. 6 (1695), which 


imposed a tax upon marriages, including the marriages of Jews, but expressly 


providing that nothing in the Act should make good in law any 
such pretended marriage, Haydon v. Gould, 1 Salk, 119, Green 
v. Green, 1 Hag. Con., where marriages between Sabbatarians and 
Quakers were held void. There could be no doubt that in_ these 


times questions relating to Jewish marriage would have come before the 
Ecclesiastical Courts, which had exercised their jurisdiction in the cases of da 
Costa v. Villa Reai (1753), and Andreas v. Andreas (1737), both quoted in the 
notes to Lindo v. Belisario. The next stage was Lord Hardwicke'’s Act, 1i., 
which was always construed as making Jewish marriages valid; whether the 
words were really wide enough or no does not matter now, for 10 and 11, Vic. 
c,, 58, removed any doubt there might have been. He then examined the pro- 
visions of the Act, and showed that this Actreferred to the forms and ceremonies 
only and had no application to the other essentials of the marriage contract citing 
Bromer v. Goldsmid 1 Hag. Con. 324: Brook v. Brook 9 H. L. C., 215, and other 
authorities. [t had also been expressly decided that incidents attached to marriage 
according to Jewish law if at variance with English law would not be recognised in . 
this country, for instance, in D’Aguilar v. D' Aguilar, 1 Hag. Ec. (85, which was 
a suit for divorce a mensa et thoro brought against Baron D'Aguilar by 
his wife on the ground of his adultery, it was argued that by Jewish laws 
concubines were permitted, but this argument was severely commented upon by 
Lord Stowell. Again in Levy v. Solomon, 25 W. R., legitimation per subsequens 
matrimonium which is permitted by Jewish Law was not permitted here. He 
then went through the other Acts from which Jews are exempt, 4 Geo. IV., 
ec. 7,031; 6 and 7 Will, 1V., c. 852; 3 and 4 Vict., ¢. 725: 1 and 20 Vict. 
c. 119, sec. 21 and 22 ; and 61 and 62 Vict., c. 58, sec. 15; showing how 1n each case 
the exemptions related to the forms and ceremonies of marriage and nothing 
else. From all these Acts Jews are expressly excepted ; they would also have 
been expressly excepted from 5 and 6 William IV., c, 54, unless it had been 
intended to apply to them. In all the cases of exemption, Jews and Quakers 
were coupled together and no such claims had ever been made on behalf of 
(Juakers. Jews had the same capacities and disabilities as other Englishmen 
to. whom such a marriage as this was admittedly prohibited. They had even 
attempted to get such a marriage for Jews sanctioned by Act of Parliament 10 
1X37, but the attempt had failed, See Hammick, page 1/4 note, Hansard 3x, 1.04

THE KONITZ MURDER. 


The St. James's Gazette makes the following comments :— 


We are transported to the Christian slums of the Levant in reading of the “ Ritual 
Murder” riots at Konitz, in West Prussia. In (+reece, Syria, and Egypt the ritual 
murder accusation again-t the Jewish communities is almost of annual recurrence, it 
heing there an article of implicit belief that every lost child has been kidnapped by 
Yahoudis for slaughter purposes at some dread Jewish rite And it now seems to be as 
futile to argue on this absurd scare with the civilised people of Prussian Konitz as with 
the Levantine scandalmongers of Asia Minor. The thundering logic of the Cologne 
Guzette, the historical researches of the Protestant Theological College at Halle, and even 
the fixed bayonets of Prussian infantry have not availed to convince Konitz that the 
murdered echoolboy Winter was not sacrificed on a Jewish altar. This would appeac as 
astounding as it is disgraceful and contemptible, did we not take into account the anti- 
Semite mania on the Continent, from which, happily and honourably, England is exempt. 
The Konitz affair is merely a tiny prototype of the great “ Affaire” in France, of the anti- 
Semite scandals in Austria, and the Russisn laws against the Jews. But Germany is in 
advance of her three neighbours, so it is not surprising that all serious members of the 
German Press are wringing their hands over the Konitz bigotry. 


The Morning Leader says: 


Militant Anti-Semitism has at last crowned its triumphs in Paris, Vienna, and 
Russia by the iavasion of Germany. It has always existed there ina latentform. The 
clericals and reactionaries exploited it. The patriotic youth in the universities elected 
their college committees on an anti-Jewish program. Put it has not hitherto assumed 
the worst forms of overt violence in which it has revelied in other countries. But the 
old legend that the Jews resort to ritual murder in order to obtain the blood of Christian 
children for their rites, has at last provoked a series of riots. The worst feature of the 
situation is that some of the older Conservative papers not only credit this hoary legead, 
but actually blame the Government for conniving at the murder of Christians. Civilisa- 
tion seems to have wonderfully little effect on racial antipathies and popular credulity. 
The Chinese also believe that Christian missionaries murder their children for their rites. 
The Germans hardly seem to move on a higher plane. And perhaps they are not more 
benighted than the English clergymen who have accused Mr. Kruger of sawing native 
girls in pieces with bis own hands. One is tempted to ask whether civilisation is much 
more than credulity in print. : 


~ The Kiélnische Zeitung says 


Considering the attention which the Courts of Justice generally pay to the press even 
in trifling cases of libel, 1t is astonishing that no Public Prosecutor has as yet thought of 
obtaining a legal pronouncement upon the subject of this dangerous. seditious, and, as has 
been shown daily during the last few weeks, aisastrous abuse of German justice and of 
the Prussian Government. This need not be demanded for the sake of the Jews, although 
they, as taxpayers who shed their blood for the country, bave a right to every protection 
which the State can give them, even although they do not live in China or in Siam but in the 
German Empire near the Russian border. It is, rather, necessary for the sake of the German 
nation and of the honour of the German name abroad. How can we dare, uninvited, to 
carry civilisation into far-off countries when our own civilisation leaves so much to be 
desired? How can we make it a matter of reproach for the Chinese that they accuse 
Christian missionaries of murdering Chinese children for ritual and medicinal objects ? 
How can we take it amiss of Chinese mandarins that they share and utilise this belief, 
when, according to important German news rs,a Christian Government and a Christian 
admini:tration of justice are acting in complicity with Jewish ritual murderers ? 


The National Zeitung comments upon the foregoing remarks, and declares 
that no one can devy the inconsistency between the immunity enjoyed by this 
dangerous and insolent agitation and the constant resort to Press prosecutions 
ou the most trivial occasions. It says that if a prosecution is considered 
undesirable the best means of counteracting the etfect of these dangerous 
slanders is publicly and emphatically to contradict them. This duty has been 
to some extent neglected by the Government. The paper does not doubt the 

ood-will of the Government to oppose the disgraceful agitation. But it must 
ee admitted that a certain hesitation is being displayed. This hesitation can 
only be explained by the fear of offending certain circles of “society”’ who 


undoubtedly sympathise with the rioters at Konitz.

The _ are alive to the magnitude and seriousness of the 
Roumanian emigration problem which will soon confront them. 
Exodus. Tortured by law and pinched with hunger, Roumanian 


Jewry is in motion for freer land. At present the 
stream of emigration is narrow and small ; but soon it may gain in volume 
and swiftness, and swollen by tributaries from Galicia and Bessarabia, 
threaten with inundation places least fitted to cope with the waves. Last 
week the advance guard of the emigrants landed on these shores. Many 


are passing into Germany and others into Austria—but it only is a right 


ot way and not a right of stay which is granted them through these countries. 


They may sack down their belongings, but only for a brief while ; after which 


| 


"ke must take them up again and trudge onward—somewhither. Th® 
Vienna community and the neighbouring communities will pass them on 
to the next congregation, and so the game of shuttlecock with 
these wretched Jewish lives goes on ard is likely to go on ad infinitum, unless 
the matter be taken speedily in hand. ‘ Henceforward,” says our Vienna 
correspondent, ‘' there will be an inflax of hundreds and thousands. In the 
next few weeks the London Jewish community may expect to see in their 
midst hundreds of poor emigrants with wives and children, and will be called 
upon to relieve them. We are now only on the threshold of the movement, 
and the working-classes in Galicia will also be obliged to emigrate. Indeed, 
it is possible that we may have to face a Galician, l'onmanian and Bessarabian 
emigration.” These words, from one on the spot, who has established his 
claim to be regarded as a capable and trustworthy observer, are full of the 
most serious omen for English and Continental Jews. 


We do not say that the unfortunate Roumanian Jews 
seeking refuge on English soil should be disowned 
by their brethren here. We are not so callous or so 
brutal as to suggest that we are to warn them off these

shores for fear of inconvenience to ourselves, or to take a hand in the 


cowardly tactics of passing them on to the next community. But anybody 
with eyes to see must know that there are limits to the receptive capacity of 
this country. Already we have a large immigrant body camped down 
East, which is a rock of offence to many Gentiles, and taxes the resources 
of our community to exhaustion point. Shall we be doing a wise thing if 
we pour the outcasts of Roumania also into the East End? Is there not 
danger of raising an outcry among the enemies of immigration which will 
force the hands of the government, and drive it into action which 
will slam the doors of this country against Jewish refugees from whatever 
land they may hail? The matter is so serious that we refuse to attach any 
credence to the insinuations which have been made that one or more of the 
Zionist leaders ‘have for their own ends wilfully directed this exodus to 
England. Clearly this emigratiuu from Roumania cannot be allowed to 
regulate itself. There must be control, direction, organisation, at some point. 
The wise men and the men of heart of international Jewry must Jay their 
heads together and determine how and when the emigration is to proceed,and 
whither it can be directed with the greatest safety to the emigrants them- 
selves, as well as to those among whom they seek shelter ; to what extent it 
should be encouraged now, and how the whole movement may best be 
organised by men who know and understand the work in hand. We say, 
with our Vienna correspondent, that there must be ‘systematic co-operation 
of all the bodies which sympathise with their sulfering coreligionists. If we 
will not all help to give we shall all suffer together. ’

hardly say, not with any triumphant success. The 
Government's difficulty is the Jews opportunity. Let Jewish financial 
housee, whose assistance may be asked, lay it down as an express stipulation 
that no assistance will be granted unless Roumania undertake to adhere to 
the obligation cast upon it by the provision of Clause 44 in the Berlin 
Treaty. That obligation is contained in these unqualified terms :— 


In Roumania, the distinction of religious creeds and confessions shall not 
be alleged against any person as a ground for exclusion or iucapacity in matters 
relating to the enjoyment of civil and _ political rights, admission to public 
employment, functions, and honours, or the exercise of the various industries 
and professions in any locality whatsoever. The freedom and outward practice 
of all forms of worship are assured to all persons belonging to the Roumanian 
State, as well as to foreigners, and no hindrance shall be offered either to the 
hierarchical organisation of the different communions or to their relations with 
their spiritual chiefs. The subjects of all the Powers, traders or others, shall 
be treated in Roumania, without distinction of creed, ona sone of perfect 
equality, 


The obligation has been persistently violated. It must ba remembered that 
the Jews only seek now, as they sought before the signing of the 


Berlin Treaty, to be placed on a position of equality with other Roumanian- 


born subjects, neither more nor less. It will be only fair and just, then. 
before money is advanced to this Government, to insist that the moral bill 
drawn upon it by the Powers, and accepted by Roumania, shall no longer 
remain dishonoured, and that Roumania should proceed to fulfil its solemn 
obligations. We know that in urging this counsel we shall be inviting the 
old spectre of ‘‘ International Jewish finance,” and the ‘‘ Hebrew Syndicate” 
bogey to the scene again. But the trash which will almost inevitably be | 
be talked upon this matter is largely discounted by the fact 
that the people who give utterance to such theories are the same who 
taunt the Jews with callousness and cowardice when they refrain from 
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study the writings of their own detractors. 
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coming to their brethren’s assistance in. the manner suggested. We most 
earnestly trast that any action such as we have described and which may be 
seen to be feasible will be taken promptly and unhesitatingly. 


The end of the summer brings with it the close of 


The Jews and the unhappy strife in South Africa. In a few months 
the War. at latest the clash of arms should give place to the hum 

of busy commerce and peace come by its own again, 

For that consummation all wil! be devoutly thankful, and if the war shall bring 
a lasting truce to the rivalries and hate of conflicting ambitions, the blood 
that was poured ont will at least not have been shed in vain. To English 
‘Jews, at all events, the Boer war will have been memorable as being the first 
occasion on which they have shared in considerable numbers in the battle 
of Her Majesty's troops. The Jewisa has been taken 
to task for the prominence it has given to this fact. It 
has been accused of glorifying with dithyrambic fervour a commonplace act of 
duty. of bursting into a military frenzy instead of reporting the small beer of 
Jewry, of howling for the enemy's blood like an ancient Visigoth, and of 
entirely mis-directing and mis-advising the Jewish public of this country. 
We must confess that we are rather unconscious of playing this Transpontine 
role. We have urged that quite apart, in the first place, from the 
merit of the controversy which led to the war, it was the duty of Jews, this 
country being engaged in a vital struggle, to take their full share in its. 


defence. Will anyone ssy that that was an evil or a wrongful 
counsel? If there are any willing to adopt this view out 
of a ,sentimental love of peace, then we may as well lay down 


our pens and cease to argue with the \nti-Semitic purveyors of slander. 
Secondly, we urged that. apart from such patriotic considerations of the 
first importance, there were especial reasons why Jews might not feel 
altogether enamoured of the Transvaal Government. They consisted in the 
denial of political equality to the Jews of the Republic. Surely this is a 
fact ani not a matter of argument: yet it is astonishing that a critic of the 


Jewish Curoxicte last week actually affirms that the Jews of 
the Transvaal enjoyed ‘* full and natural rights” among the Boers. 


Nor are we conscious of breathing fire and fury in our 
weelly issue, and imitating ‘the ancient Visigoth.” 

We have deplored the war from 
its very start, we have lamented the shedding of blood, 
we have hailed with the deepest satisfaction every prospect of returning

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in China seems to bring its Jewish colonies nearer to ns than they were 
before, and to enhance their claims upon our sympathy. It was 
a remarkable story of centuries of isolation, broken now and again by the 
visits of missionaries and a rare message from their brethren in other 
countries, that Mr. Adler had to unfold. Their origin remains shrouded in 
mystery. ‘To explain it we have to fall back upon conjecture. They may 
have migrated to China after the destruction of Jerusalem, or they may have 
been previously driven by persecution from their home in Babylon. It is 
even not impossible that the Kai-fang-fn Jews may be descended from the 
Lost Ten Tribes—those captive Israelites whom Shalmeneser, King of 
Assyria, deported to Halah and Habor by the river of (iozan, and the cities 
of the Medes. In any circumstances they must have been settled in this 
distant city from early times, and probably long before the middle ages began. 


At one time, as the accounts of their synagogue and communal building given | 


by early Jesuit travellers prove, they musthave been a flourishing colony. It 


is only in comparatively modern times that we hear of their decline, and when 


this once set in their condition appears to have gone from bad to worse. [o- 
day their state is pathetically deplorable. They are sunk in poverty, apathy 
and ignorance. Their synagogue isin ruins. They have parted with their 
Scrolls of the Law, there being no one among them who can read 
Hebrew. They appear to be even afraid to avow themselves Jews, 
and while they have ceased to observe the tenets of Judaism, they are 
becoming absorbed by inter-marriage in the surrounding population. We 
can hardly agree with Dr. Lowy that they are irretrievably lost to us, but 
they will be lost to us presently if measures are not taken to reclaim them. 


More than one effort has already been made in this 
direction, but hitherto without success. ‘Ihe late Chief 
Rabbi, whose interest in the ‘Orphan Colony” bas 
descended to his children, was the first to «all com- 
munal attention to their condition. Half a century ago he approached the 
soard of Deputies on their behalf. But for the outbreak of political troubles 
in China, which. stayed the Board’s hand, Dr. Adler's appeal might have 
Then an English Associatioc—of which Mr. 
F. D. Mocatta and Mr, Marcus Adler are the only surviving 
members—was formed to take the matter up, and_ this too 
came to an end without effecting any useful result. The same fate 
attended the Association which was formed in America in 1852 for 
encouraging Jewish missions to distant and neglected settlements. It is 
surprising that no association of the kind exists among us at the present

day. If there be one object for which Jews should display enthusiasm, it 


is that of acting as missionaries to out-lying communities of their coreligionists. 
It does not redound very much to our credit that in the past we have been 
almost entirely dependent for information about our Chinese brethren, and 
interest in their welfare, to Jesuit and Protestant missionaries. It is true 
that the difficulties of reaching them are enormous—Kai-fung-fa is 500) 
miles from Shanghai—and the dangers of travel in these remote regions 
are considerable. But thedifficulties and dangers are not greater than those 
which have been braved by others. The community of Shanghai are, however, 
now doing their best to remedy the past neglect. They have offered to send 
a Jewish teacher to [Kai-fuug-fu, to rebuild their synagogue, and to help 
their co-religionists in other ways.

When we retiect how the Beni Israel of Bombay 
have been raised out of their former condition of apathy and ignorance, we

THE HANDEL FESTIVAL. 


Although the honoured memory of the generous and pious German who had | 


given musical expression to the aspirations of British hearts, had often received 
the tribute of a special performance of his works during the closing years of the 
eighteenth century, yet the Handel Festival, as we know it, dates only from 
1857. The celebration of the cenienary of Handel's birth had been held in West- 
minster Abbey in 1784 on a scale then unprecedented, But with the approach 
of the centenary of his death, which would occur in 185‘), the suggestion of Mr. 
Robert Bowley, then the treasurer and librarian of the Sacred Harmonic Society’ 
was adopted, and it was decided to hold an experimental festival in 
1X57 to test the acoustical properties of the transept in the Crystal 
Palace, and the arrangements for expansion of the Sacred Harmonic Society 
The conductor was Mr. Costa, afterwards Sir Michael, who had under his com- 
mand over 2,000 singers and 386 players. This preliminary festival extended 
over three days, and was mainly devoted to the performance of “ The Messiah,’ 
‘ Judas Maccabeeus,” and * Israel in Egypt.” Asa result of its success, the cen- 


tenary of the Master's death was celebrated at the Crystal Palace in 1459, the - 


band and chorus together numbering 3,230. But it was found advisable to change 
the programme of the middle day, by substituting a miscellaneous selection 
from Handel's works in place of Judas Maccabeus.” From _ then, 
till 1883, the Festival, first under Sir Michael Costa, then under Mr. 
August Manns, attracted each third year about 80,000) visitors, often 
profoundly affected by the majesty of the rendering of the great choruses. But 
although the musical quality in no way fell off, it was found that counter- 
attractions during the last twelve years had quite materially diminished the 
attendance. Going into the matter, the directors have given consideration to 
the social arrangements involved, and decided this year to change the days of 


performance from the traditional Monday, Wednesday, and Friday. to Tuesday. 


Thursday, and Saturday, devoting also the previous Saturday (the 10th inst.), to 
the grand General Rehearsal. They further resolved to celebrate the national 
spirit evinced in the affairs of South Africa by returning in some 
degree to the programme of 1857, and giving great prominence 
on the ‘Selection Day,’ Thursday, to the second. and third 
parts of ‘Judas Maccabeus,’ which is. next to the mighty “ Israel in Egypt. 
the grandest oratorio of the many which Handel based on Jewish history. This 
great work, “Judas Maccabeus,’ was composed in 1746, five years after “ The 
Messiah ’ and eight years after “Israel in Egypt,’ to which the first and last 
days of the Festival are respectively devoted. The second part of the 
oratorio begins with the famous“ Fallen is the Foe.” at the point where the 
Jews are supposed to be celebrating the return of Judas from the victories of 
Apollonius and Seron, and proceeds with the resolve of Israel to defend them- 
selves against the huge forces of Gorgias, expressed in the majestic 
numbers, “-\h! wretched Israel,’ “Sound an Alarm,’ “ With pious Hearts,’ 


etc. The third part has its scene laid in Mount Zion, and depictsthe celebration . 


of the first Chanucah and the return of Judas from his victory over Nicanor. 
This part, of which the familiar ‘See the conquering Hero comes,’ is the 
central number, has been announced for performance in special celebration of 
the recent successes of our gallant fellow-countrymen in South Africa. It is 
but just that a British triumph should thus be marked at the Handel Festival, 
for as the historian Naumann justly remarks, the great composer, with all the 
splendid sturdiness and nobility of his own nature, was deeply influenced by his 
residence among a people so strongly patriotic and dutiful as the British. “He 
could never have become the powerful singer of all that 1s best and noblest in 
buman life—liberty—or have been infused with that enthusiasm for national 
independence, if Providence had not led him to the only land of freedom and 
independence in Europe at that time.’ Nor, indeed, could Handel have, with 
such impressive subtlety, realised the epic element in Hebrew history, had not 
there been something Hebraic in his own strong and devout character.

The affliction of their brethren in Russia 
had been terribly -increased by the failure of the yrain crop in 
Bessarabia and Cherson. The famine-stricken indwellers cried aloud for help, 
In Galicia, thousands of workmen were idle for want of employment, hwodrese 
of miners were thrown out of work. In Roumania, probably, thesituation was 
saddest of alJ, for there the Jews were treated entirely as aliens; restrictive 
and oppressive laws were enacted. There, also, in certain districts, the staff of 
bread was broken, and thousands of unbappy Jews were suffering hunger iand 
destitution. And unhappily this persecuting spirit was not raging merely in half- 
civilized and semi-barbarous lands. [In countries, that boasted of their enlighten- 
ment and intelligence, sons of Belial, men of malice, unearthed the putrid 


-. carease of intolerance from its ancient grave, and filled the atmosphere of 
brotherly love and charity with hatred and ill-will, Would it be 


believed that in this year in which they stood at the threshhold of the 
twentieth century, the hideous Blood Accusation would be revived 
alike in Catholic Bohemia and in Protestant Germany, that in a German 
town, in Konitz, a scene from the Middle Ages should be repeated, and a syna- 
gogue should be destroyed by an infuriated mob. Woe to the ears that heard 
such tidings! Woe'to the eyes that beheld such a sight! Verily, as they heard 
and read of such cruel injustice, such fanaticism, they felt inclined even at that 
joyous gathering to wail with the Psalmist : ‘* My soul waiteth for the Lord more 
than they that watch for the morning, I say more than they that watch for the 
morning.” The Psalmist bad experienced much sorrow and misery ; he had passed 
through many nights of sleeplessness and agony ; but he did not despond, He 
sorrowfully admitted that these were troublous days. Butthey were not worse 
than they had experienced aforetime. They should make the cause of their 
oppressed brethren their own. In what manner could they bring them relief, 
enlargement and deliverance? Many of the indwellers; of those unhappy 
countries fixed their hopes on the so-called Zionist Movement. With reference 
to that, he could only repeat the prayer of King David: “Oh that the 
salvation of Israel would come out of Zion”! But they dared not lose sight 
of the inspired words that followed: ‘When the Lord bringeth back the 
captivity of his people. 
Alas! There was no in- 
dication as yet of the 
Messianic age. It was right 
to aid immigration to other 
countries, Palestine among 
them, where there was any 
prospect of the refugees 
finding a resting place. But 
every «ffort should be made 
to render their existence 
endurable in the various 
countries in which they 
resided at present. For 
this large sums of money 
were required, but, above 
all, personal help. Great 
sacrifices had to be made to 
meet the distress in Bess- 
arabia. Roumania and Gali- 
cia. If ever there was a 
cause that deserved sym- 
pathy, it wasthis. He felt 
confident that the Jews of.

The Annual Confirmation at this synagogue took place on Sunday last. 
There was an unusually large attendance. The Rev. Isidore Harris read the 
prayers, and the Confirmation was conducted by the Rev. Morris Joseru, who, 
after those confirmed had offered prayer, addressed them as follows :—There is 
an interesting picture at the Exhibition of the Royal Acidemy this year. Toa 
young girl, sitting on a throne, there comes a dim figure with a masked face. It 
is herself as @ woman—the woman she is about to be. On the steps of the 
throne another figure, the spirit of childhood, is preparing to fly away. My 
dear children, you are, or soon will be, in the position of that young girl. 
You are rg leave of childhood, and are feeling the approach of a maturer 
age, ariperself. A new world of thought and emotion is opening before you. 
But at present it lies in the distance, shadowy and dim. You look out upon life, 
but only with half-opened eyes. You know not what it really is, neither its 
difficulties nor temptations ; you know not how to meet them, how it will fare 
with you in the struggle. You know not your true selves. If you try to 
picture them, you see only a dim phantom, with its face concealed. Ina word, 
though childhood has all but passed, you are still groping your way ; 
you still need guidance—nay, you need it more than ever. The 
principles upon which you are going to live your lives have yet to 
be firmly settled. Your characters have yet to be formed, your true 
selves yet to be revealed. The shadowy figure has to take definite 
shape, to unmask. Ah, what will it prove to be when the time comes for it 
to reveal itself?’ What are you going to be, my dear children? What are you 
going to do with your lives?) That is the momentous question—the question 
which you must determine for yourselves by the use you make of the next few 
years. Those years are fraught with enormous importance. They are your 
formative period—the period in which your moral selves will be made for good 
or for evil. They will do more towards determining your moral destinies than 
any other part of your life, It is a solemn thought, and yet not a saddening 
one. For this critical time is still before you, to use if you will. Not for you 
the bitter reproach hurled by wasted years. Not regret, but joy—joy in the 
thought that opportunity is still at your beck—is your rightful feeling now. 
And happy indeed are you, seeing that with the opportunity comes every 
incentive to use it. The guidance of which I have spoken is freely tendered 
to you. Your parents, who love you so well, have given a supreme proof of 
their love in providing you with that higher knowledge which teaches us how 
to live. At this momentous period there comes the ceremony of 
Confirmation, with all its previous study, all its solemn suggestion. 
You will have prepared yourself for it to but little purpose if 
you have not come to see it’ as a symbol only, to value 
it less for what it is than for what it means. You _ have 
been thinking about God and duty these many montbs past, and thus 
have prepared yourselves for this holy day. Are these thoughts to leave you 
utterly when this day isgone’ No; they are to abide with you always, to keep 
your lives pure and sweet and lovely. If they have brought you visions of 
higher things, glimpses of the beautiful life and of the Heavenly joy that attend 
it, you must cherish those visions through all the coming years. Yes, you have 
thought much about duty of late. Was it not to teach you that duty, with all 
the self-surrender, all the self-mastery it denotes, must be your guiding star 
henceforth if. you are to be your true selves, if when the mask falls it is to dis- 
close a character fair to look upon. That is the true object of Confirmation. It 
isnot to be a passing incident, a mere ripple on your lives ; it is to stir their very 
depths, It is to remind you that not this day ouly, but the whole of life is 
solemn, that it all belongs to God, and to Him must it be devoted. It is to set 
clearly before you the two great alternatives—duty and desire—the opposing 
forces that are for ever struggling for the mastery over our hearts, and to 


admonish you to make the right choice between them. It _ is 
a momentous choice; all your. well-being hangs upon it. That 
you should have to make it, that your happiness should depend 


upon your decision, is hard, perhaps, and yet it is glorious. For is it 
not splendid to be tree, to be master of our own fate, to know that no power 
can make us anything but good and glad save our own will? That, I imagine, 
is why the girl in the picture sits on athrone. Young as she is, she is a Queen, 
ana her kingdom is her own heart. She has only to put forth her strength, and 
she may make her life fair and gracious, Well does the Psalmist cry of man 
that God has ‘ made him but a little lower than the angels,” so mighty, so far- 
reaching 1s the power that has been given to him with his will. And to you 
the warning is uttered. You may all be kings and queens, exercising a 
sovereignty which some of the greatest of monarchs have sighed for in vain, 
But if you are to have this kingship you must win it. ‘Guard thy heart with 
all diligence,” says the wise man, “for out of it are the issues of iife.’ Yes: 
you must keep ceaseless watch over yourselves, for with yourselves alone it rests 
what your life is to be. Character is fate. And in this time of your youth, your 
one business is character-building; upon it you must concentrate all your 
strength. No task, no pleasure, however alluring, must supplant it; it must 
supplant everything. You may study, you may play, in season; but you 
must subordinate both to the one paramount aim of noble self-development. 
Knowledge, worldly advancement, enjoyment—not one of these things is 


so you will attain that mastery over yourselves, over your fate, your happiness, 
which is the sign of every child of God. And‘as the circling years bring 
increase of insight and of mora] strength, your real nature. born of holy 
thoughts hke those that have come to you this day, shall stand revealed in all 
its fair and sure perfection.

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


- The Rev. Dr. M. GASTER presided at the distribution of prizes to the pupils 
of the Old Ford and North Bow Religion Classes, which was held last Sunday 
at the Board School, Arbery Road, Bow. The new hall was tastefully decorated 
for the occasion by Messrs. Defries. Mrs. Gaster, who distributed the prizes, 
was, on her arrival, presented with a beautiful bouquet of flowers. 

The report of the Hebrew Examiner, Dr. Friedlinder, concerning the 
classes, states that the result of the examination was satisfactory, and testifies 
to the conscientious work of the teaching staff. 

The proceedings opened with the singing in Hebrew of Psalm cxxvi., by 
the pupils, with solos by Miss Selina Fox and Master Nathan Moses, accom- 

anied on the piano by Miss Helena Heiser, followed by a well rendered 
ebees recitation by Miss Amelia Heiser. 

After the prizes had been distributed. 


The Rev. Dr. GASTER said that it was a pleasure to anyone to see the 
working of a school, and watch the awakening of the mind of the child, to 
call back the dreamland of infancy in the gradual development of full, 
beating active life, slowly changing and sometimes into stern reality. And if the 
child retained those memories of dreamland through life. and recollected the 
lessons taught in its youth, it would be saved from the snares and pitfalls which 
beset the traveller on his path through life. The school was like a railway, 
having for its lines the lines of education, whose lessons of morality 
would guide the train safely through its journey and save it from going off the 
rails. It was the fashion nowadays to upset the old doctrines and propound new 
theories, theories which arose in the day and disappeared in the evening. In 
order to prevent the msing generation from imbibing these new-fangled theories 
and save it from falling a prey to materialism, the child should be sent toa 
religious school, which was the place of true awakening, where false 
illusions were dispelled and gave place to practical hopes and desires. 
It was the duty of each member of the community to do _ his 
utmost towards the training of the rising generation: by this. he 
did not mean merely coming once a year toa distribution of prizes or 
giving a few prizes, not merely by swelling the ranks, but for each to feel him- 
self imbued with the same aims for the common good, and to show by per- 
sonal example that what he could preach he could himself accomplish. _He was 
not speaking to the children—they were spoken to by the teachers in a 
Janguage they easily understood and translated into action afterwards—he was 
speaking to the parents, to those who were responsible not only for those who 
went but also those who did not go to school. It was necessary for Jews to 
show to the world that they meant to bring up their children to the 
great destinies that awaited their nation. When human nature showed signs of cor- 
ruption, when immorality was rife, when events tended towards national seclusion, 
proof of everthing that was contradictory to the highest aims of human civi- 
lisation, then it was their duty to stand up as the great moralists they had been 
eregretted to say—but it was no use blinking at 
the fact—that the light of the Bible was slowly fading all over Europe. It was 
as speaking to the wind when preaching to the modern world of the principles of 
morality, of truth, and of love to one another, which were considered to be the 
fundamental principles of religion throughout the world. They had heard it 
often said that we Jews had a mission to accomplish. It did not 
mean, that. we were to have a_ Bible secluded m the Ark of 
the synagogue. 
the flag of humanity and truth, the flag of justice. and proclaim 
aloft to the world the grand and noble truths which had been 
handed to them, and to claim equality and rights to everyone. Jews 
ought to be brought up in cherishing these ideals, in respecting the old 
doctrines, in knowing there was something higher in the world than to be 
carried away by momentary passions, Propagating humanity and virtue, that. was 
what they were doing, and that was what classes of that kind were doing. They 
could not afford to exclude these grand principles from the school 
curriculum, but it was incumbent upon Jews to do three times 
as much as others in this direction. In reality the world expected 
ten times as much of them. To show they were able to accom- 
plish everything that was best without relinquishing ‘anything, they must 
not be merely satisfied with the education of the mind, which every education 

ives. A good mathematician might be the greatest scoundrel in the world. 

No education should separate morality from learning. He congratulated the 
managers on the success of the classes, which were approaching their silver 
wedding. The number of pupils, which was originally twenty, had now reached 
400. Nothing could speak better for the classes than the prosperity they 
showed. The children were growing in numbers, intelligence and success, and the 
managers, by their devotion to their work, were earning the gratitude of 
generations to come.

Mr. B.S. Srravs, L.CC., in proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. and Mrs 
Gaster, said he was proud that he had as a coreligionist so noble a Jew and so 
noble aman. Many unpleasant things had been said about the Jews which 
were untrue. He (Mr. Strauss) made it understood wherever he went that there 


were black sheep in every flock. The great tenets of Judaism werecontained in 


the words “ truth’’ and “honour.” Those who lived up to those sentiments, 
whether they were Jews, Christians, Mahomedans, or Atheists, could not possibly 
be bad. Judaism was a beautiful religion : it was not to be cast off as one does 
a soiled shirt, He was not ashamed of his ancient race, but was proud to bea 
member of it.

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“THE JEWS OF. CHINA.” 


LECTURE BY MR. MARCUS ADLER. 


The removal of Jews’ College to Queen’s Square House has been the occa- 
sion of starting a fresh series of lectures of the Jews’ College Literary Society. 
‘The new session opened on Sunday with a Paper by Mr. Marcus N. AbLER, 
M.A., on “The Jews of China.’ The Chair was taken by Sir Ebwarp 
Sassoon, Bart., M.P., who was supported by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Friedliinder, 
and Mr. F. D. Mocatta. The proceedings attracted a large attendance, which 
entirely filled the spacious lecture hall. 


Mr. ADLER commenced by pointing out that it was only in comparatively 
recent times that Jewish writers had noticed the existence of a Jewish settle- 
ment in China. We owe the first authentic accounts of such a settlement to the 
Jesuits, Father Ricci obtained intelligence of a community at Kai-fung-fu, 
the ancient capital of Honan, whose synagogue contained a Scroll of the Law 
nearly 500 years old, and of congregations at Hang-chow-fu and other Chinese 
cities, 
at the commencement of the 17th century, At the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury other Jesuits visited and described the Kai-fung-fu Synagogue, and 
mentioned settlements of Jews at Ning-po and Ning-kea. The Jesuits had also 
published facsimiles and translations of the transcriptions on the walls and 
monumental stones of the Kai-fung-fu Synagogue. 


First Settlement of the Chinese Jews. 


From these inscriptions, and the writings of the Jesuits and others, it 
appeared that Jews settled in China some time during the Han dynasty, which 
ruled from 200 B.c, to 220 a.c. The settlement may have taken place shortly 


the fall of Jerusalem. But it might have been of much older date. The trade 
route of ancient times, by land, crossed the steppes and highlands of Central 
Asia, and then passed through Mesopotamia, and Persia. In this way sections of 
the ten tribes of [srael may have found their way to China, as they may have 
done to Cochin China. Shalmaneser (according to II. Kings xvii.,6) deported the 
Israelites to Halah and Habor by the River Gozan and the cities of the Medes. 
The Gozan had been identified by some writers with the Ganges, The allusion 
in Isaiah xlix., 12, “‘ Behold these shall come from afar, and lo ! these from the 
North and the West, and these from the land of Simm,” certainly pointed to 
China. There were references in history to the existence of Jews in China in 
the 9th century, and again in the l4th century. The synagogue at Kai-fung-fu 
was rebuilt in 1280, again in 1490, yet again at the commencement of the 17th 
century, and once more in 1654, The Jewish community of this city came to be 
kaoown as ‘“ Teaou-kin-keaou,” that is, the sect that “ pluck out the sinews.” 
There was:a special recess in the open court outside the synagogue in which this 
rite was performed. Generally speaking, their manners and customs accorded 
with those of the Rabbinical Jews of the present day. 


How They Became Known to the Jews of Europe. 


It was only gradually that their existence became known to their 
coreligionists in Europe. Among the British Museum manuscripts the lecturer 
found a Hebrew letter, written by the Haham, Isaac Nieto, in 1760, in which 


he affectionately addressed his Chinese brethren in the name of the London 


Jewish community. He implored them to tell him about their condition and 
origin, and subjoined a list of questions which they were to answer. Appended 


~ to the document was an unsigned letter, addressed by the writer at the re juest 


of his friend, Mr. David Salamons, to a member of the East India Company, 
asking him for his good offfces in getting the letter delivered to the Jewish 
community in China, Mr. Elkan Adler had called the lecturer's attention toa 


Hebrew work by a Morocco Rabbi (translated into English in 1836), giving 
Nieto’s letter, and stating that an answer had been received in Chinese and 


Hebrew. In 1815, some English Jews had sent a letter by way Of Canton, but 
no reply was received. It was in 1842; when the Treaty of Nankin, opening up 
five treaty ports to commerce, was concluded, that Mr. James Finn, the 
British Consul at Jerusalem, began to interest himself in the Chinese Jews. 
In his work, entitled “ The Orphan Colony of Jews in China,” he gave the text 
of a letter addressed to them in Chinese and Hebrew ; to which they replied in 
1870: “ Daily, with tears in our eyes, we call on the Holy Name; if we could but 
again procure ministers and put our house of prayer in order, our religion 
would have a firm support.” In 1850, the London Missionary Society made it 
their business to enquire into the condition of the Kai-fung-fu Jews, and 
sent thither two Chinese Christain Converts armed for the purpose 
with Hebrew letters of introduction from Jewish merchants at Shanghai. 
They found the colony in a destitute and decayed state. No one 
could read Hebrew, their Rabbi had died tifty years before, and their 
synagogue was falling into ruins. ‘They numbered about 500 poverty-stricken 
people. The missionaries secured six Scrolls of the Law and forty 
prayer-books, which had been described by Dr. Neubauer in the Jewish Quarterly 
Review. It was clear that the ritual used by the Chinese Jews was identical 
with that laid down by Maimonides in his Yad-Hachazakah, and which is also 
followed by the Yemen Jews. ‘They may have followed a different ritual in 
olden times, and this one may have been introduced among them by Persian 
emissaries. ‘The directions given in the rituals, and various colophons, were in 
Persian, The lecturer had examined copies of their Scroll of the Law, also one 
which was in the British Museum, and was of opinion they must have been 
executed about the year 1620, They also had quarto books of each weekly 
portion of the Law, written on Chinese paper, one of which the lecturer 
circulated among the audience for their inspection. One of these volumes 
was dated 1623, 
column with the letter }—a comparatively modern practice among the 
Rabbinical Jews. 


Efforts of Modern Jews on their Behalf. 


* The reports of Protestant missionaries excited attention among modern 
Jews. When the lecturer's father (the late Chief Rabbi), became aware of the 
forlorn condition of the colony, he addressed the Board of Deputies on their 
behalf, but the outbreak of the Tai-Ping rebellion prevented the Board from 
taking the matter up. A Jewish Association was formed in the United States 
in 1852, for encouraging Jewish missions to distant and neglected settlements. 
‘They were about to send a mission to China when their enterprise was stopped 
by the outbreak of the American Civil War. Judah Touro left them 
# large legacy. In 1864, the Jewish traveller, Benjamin IL, visited 
Kingland, and expressed his willingness to set out for China on a 
mission from the English Jews. An Association for the purpose was 
formed, with the lecturer as Honorary Secretary, Mr. 8. D. Sassoon as 
President, and Mr. Lionel L. Cohenas Treasurer. On the Committee were Mr. 
F, D. Mocatta, Dr. Kalisch, Mr. L. M. Rothschild, and Mr, Maurice Beddington. 
Bat Benjamin unfortunately died. The late Chief Rabbi then addressed him- 
s,lf to a branch of the firm of David Sassoon and Co., at Shanghai, suggesting 
tat some youths from the colony might be sent to Europe to be éducated as 
Jewish ministers, but although a couple of young men were selected, the 
attempt came to nothing. In July, 167, a Jew, J. L. Liebermann, visited Kai-

fung-fu. His letter to his father was translated by the Rev. Dr. Liiwy for the’ 
1879 Report of the Anglo-Jewish Association Curonicie, July 11th, 

1879). But the most recent information was derived from'an article in the 
American Hebrew, of January 12th, 1900, which adds the important information 
that the colony numbers from 400 to 500 persons, who observe the Sabbath and 
Festivals, but use the Chinese tongue in their prayers. 


Important Letters from Shanghai. 


In continuation of his remarks the lecturer said that a week ago, he was 
looking through a draft of the Paper he had just read, feeling much oppressed 
by the gloomy outlook of the situation in China, aggravated as it is by the anti- 
foreign agitation now prevailing, when he was handed a communication from 
his brother, the Chief Rabbi. It contained a letter from Mr, Lewis Moore, head 
of the important house of Philip Moore & Co., of Shanghai, and another from 
Mr. 8. J. Solomon, head of the firm of E, D. Sassoon & Co., of Shanghai. 
These letters not only contained the most recent information about the Colony, 
but offered, he was grateful to say, a solution of the problem how best to succour 
our brethren in that part of the world. He would ask the Chief Rabbi to read 
these letters. | 

- The Chief Rabbi then read the letters that had been addressed to him by 
Mr. Lewis Moore and Mr. 8. J. Solomon, dated May Ist and 2nd, 1900. Mr. 
Solomon’s letter contained the following items of information :— 


A few months ago some missionaries bought a Scroll of the Law from our 
coreligionists in Kai-fung-fu, and brought it down to Shanghai, and after a few days it 
was sent, I believe, to Paris. Immediately afterwards, several members of our sma! 
community have commenced to collect information with regard to our coreligionists ia 
Kai-fung-fu, and several of them offered to go on a mission to that city. It was subae- 
quently decided that such a step shouid be deferred at present, and an easier msthod may 
be tried first ; that is to obtain further information by letter, and to try and induce some 
of the Kai-fung-fu coreligionists to come to Shanghai, and to consult with them as to the 
best means to adopt with a view of saving them from their present deplorable condition. 
I have been asked by some of my friends to try and coliect some information on the 
subject, and with that object in view I have addregsed letters to friends in the interior 
of China, and I have so far been able to ascertain through their kind assistance, that there 
are a few hundreds in Kai-fang-fu and the surrounding districts, but I exceedingly regret 
to say that they are only Jews in name. They cannot read a word of Hebrew, do not 
keep Sabbath or observe any of our laws, either Mosaic or Rabbinical, have no teacher or 
synagogue, and intermarry with Mohammedans and heathens, and some of them have 
become pagans, Mohammedans and heathens. We have written a letter to them in 
Hebrew, and Dr. J. Edkins, of the I. M. Customs, has been kind enough to translate this 
letter into Chinese. The original letter has been signed by almost everyone of the Jewish 
community of Shanghai, and both letter and translation have been sent to the Jewish 
community in Kai-fung-fu, through some kind friends residing in the interior of China, 
I enclose herein press copies of the letter and its translation. ‘The idea of addressing 
them in Hebrew was to show them that the letter was addressed to them by their 
coreligionists, as we understood that they were very reluctant to let others know that 
they are Jews. The letter has also been peculiarly worded in Hebrew so that they may 
understand some of the sense intended to be conveyed tothem. The commuaity here 
intend to appoint a Committee and open subscriptions, but they ar2 waiting for further 
information before taking such a step. 


Translation of Hebrew letter (with the Chinese rendering thereof annexed) 
forwarded to the remnant of the Jewish community at Kai-fung-fu by the 
members of the Jewish congregation at Shanghai, on 13th of March, 1900 :-— 


We address you, brethren in faith, having heard that, in days gone by, you had a 
synagogue at Kai-fung-fa and ministers who taught you the ordinances «nd laws, how to 
worship the Lord God of Israel. We now learn that your house of worship is destroyed, 
and that you have no Rabbi or teacher to instruct you, and to show you the way whereia 


you should walk, as prescribed by the Law of Moses, and as we are exhorted by the Prophets 


and Ezrathe Scribe. Weare told that you have forgotten everything, and have gone so tar as. 
three or four months ago, to sella Scroll of the Law, which our.own eyes have seen in tne 
hand of those who are not of the seed of Israel. And we are further told that you are 
about to dispose of three or four more scrolls because you are in dire distress, and urge as 
your excuse that you and your children cannot read. Now, verily, sorrow and anxiety 
filled our hearts when we read these evil tidings, that affliction and want have brought you 
to this pass, so that Sabbath and festivals are forgotten, and that you are becoming mixed 
up with the heathen around you, and that you forsake the covenant and the way your fore- 


fathers have walked for two thousand years in this of your settlement. Tidings such 


as these caused the ears of everyone of us that heard to tingle,and we have roused ourselves 
to come to your help. Someof us are willing to come to you to find out wherefore all 
this evil has befallen you,and to see what we could do to heal the breach. But we are 
told there would be danger to us on the way, and that if we did come in your midst, our 
presence would rouse anger, and excite the gentiles among whom you dwell. Therefore 
we decided to write to you this epist e, and to ask you to send us an answer either by 
letter or by word of mouth through a member of your community. Now we assure you 
that we are eager to help you according to our ability, so that you may walk again in the 
footsteps of your fore-fathers. If you desire to rebuild the House of (:od, which is now 
become a waste place, we will collect money and send it to you; if you want a teacher to 
instruct you, we will send you one; if it should please you to come hither, and settle in the 
by city of Shanghai, we will help you todoso, and put you inthe way to earn a livelihood 
starting you in trade, and all that you may require we will endeavoar to supply you witb, 
for there are in this city men of our faith, great and wealthy, men of affairs and business, 
who can help you to maintain yourselves and your sons and daughters. ‘Therefore we beg 
you not to part with the Scrolls stilllefcto you. On this letter reacning you send two or 
three mento us whom we may question, and from whom we can find out what we can do for 
you. We will pay all the expenses of the messengers, we will give them their sustenanc:, 
and pay them their expense until they reach again your city. Signed in the city of 
Shanghai this 3rd day of the week, the 12th day of Adar II., 5660 A.M. [Signed byS. J. 
SOLOMON, DAVID EZEKI&L ABRAHAM, and 44 other members of the Jewish com- 
munity in Shanghai. | 


Conclusion and _ Discussion. 


The Cuivre Rapsi having read extracts from further letters that he had 
since received from Mr. 8. J. Solomon, 


The LecrurRER brought his paper to a close by expressing an earnest 
hope that the words of Scripture might be realised in the case of their poor 
Chinese brethren, and that the gathering of the outcasts of Israel prophesied 
by Moses would be brought to pass.—(Loud cheers.) : 

The discussion was opened by the Rev. Dr, Lowy, who said he had always 
taken a great interest in the subject. It was not one letter of Mr. Liebermann 
which he had published in the 1878 Report of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
but a condensation of ten letters. Mr. Liebermann had visited the “ Orphan 
Colony,” and tried, unsuccessfully, to persuade its inhabitants to return to 
Judaism. A few Jews secretly brought him a black stone tablet, with an 
inscription written by Rabbi Pinchas Hamelamed, showing that they had 
teachers in Kai-fung-fu, and they were anxious to be taught, but were prevented 
by their misfortunes from carrying out their desire. Mr. Liebermann stated 
that about 200 families had left Kai-fung-fu to settle in Pekin. Therefore he 
would suggest that the lecturer should communicate with the Jews of Shanghai 
and ask them to do something also for their coreligionists in Pekin, (Mr. 
ADLER: It is not possible, Pekin is blockaded just now). He meta gentleman 
on Friday who was going to Pekin and had promised to communicate to the 
Jews there some questions he (Dr. Lowy) had formulated. As regarded the 
ro gong of Jews into China, one or two centuries before the Christian era, he 
did not believe that was a fact. Their Bible dated from the middle age-, 
Considering they had forgotten Hebrew but retained Persian words, they must 
either have came from Persia or been influenced by Persian Jews. He had 
never listened to a more exhaustive, learned and interesting lecture, but he was 
afraid that the poor Jews of Kai-fung-fu were lost to us irretrievably. 


Mr. ALbert Hyamson mentioned that intermarriage with natives had 
only taken place in recent times, and the reason probably was that there were 
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not sufficient Jewish women for the mentomarry, Although Dr. Liwy thought 
the settlement was not an ancient one, it had to be remembered that the 
Kai-fung-fu Jews had never heard of the Founder of Christianity. The 


‘ presumption, therefore, was that they had arrived in China before his time. 


Besides, they did not possess the whole Bible. 


Some questions having been put to the lecturer by the Rev. J, A. GoULD- 
and Mr, O. J. Stmon, 


Mr. LANGE expressed the opinion that the original settlement must 
undoubtedly have taken place before the Christian era. 


The Rev. S. Levy called attention to the fact that Manasseh ben Israel 
referred to the Jews of China in his * Hope of Israel.” 


The Criter Rape said that it seemed as though a fate of ineffable pathos 


and deepest tragedy rested on the “Orphan Colony” in China. We seemed to | 
be continually getting in touch with them and losing sight of them again. And 


now when these letters had been sent to us, and we were flattering ourselves 

that something was going to be done for them, came the sad tidings of the 

Boxer rebellion which seemed likely to render their hopes again illusory. The 

reference to China in Isaiah showed how ancient was the Jewish settlement 

se Pt Isaiah's words bade them hope that God would not desert his “ Orphan 
olony.” 


Sir Epwarp Sassoon said that they had listened to a very able and closely | 
reasoned address. Mr. Adler had marshalled his facts with great lucidity, and | 


infused life and animation into his subject. His paper had conferred a great 


service on his coreligionists by opening their minds to fresh ideas.concerning , 


the scattered members of the House of Israel. Those who had _ the 
privilege to listen to his paper must almost have felt as if they 
were watching the life of the Jews and their religious observances in 
North-West China. -The colony had had a lurid light cast upon 
it by the events at present transpiring in China, It was astonishing to see that 
this small tribe of isolated Jews should have survived so many centuries. By 
keeping together as they had done they had shed a certain amount of lustre on 
the community to which they belonged. Because of the great interest which 


his uncle had taken in their welfare he was glad to occupy the chair on that 


occasion. They were much indebted to the Chief Rabbi for the interesting 
letters he had read. He trusted that the offer of the Shanghai Jews would 
bear fruit. 


Mr, ADLER having responded to the questions which had been put to him. 
the proceedings came to a close with votes of thanks to the Lecturer and the 
Chairman, 


Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 


‘The annual Report of the Jewish Lads Brigade, which has just been 
issued, shows that the Brigade is flourishing beyond the most sanguine antici- 
pations of its supporters, The Brigade consists of twenty-seven companies, 


and is nearly 3,000 strong, Since the report the 23th company has been enrolled |} 


at Shetheld. Several officers of the Brigade having been accepted for service in 
South Africa, the band of energetic workers has been greatly depleted. Colonel 
Goldsmid, the Brigade Commandant, being on active service in South Africa, 
Lieut.-Colonel E. Montefiore (late Royal Artillery) has temporarily taken over, 
the duties, and Mr. Osmond d’Avigdor Goldsmid has accepted the post of 
Chief-Paymaster in place of Mr. J. Waley Cohen, also on active service in 
South Africa. It is pointed out in the Report that the value of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade as a training ground for young. oflcers is very great. 
It should be remembered that before the formation of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade Mr. W. A. Smith, the Secretary of the Boys’ Brigade, wrote :— 
* According to our Constitution, I could not enrol a Company on other than 
the Christian basis, which is an essential feature of our organisation.’ At the 
same time he offered his services tc che Jewish boys. ‘The relations of the 
Jewish organisation with other Lads’ Brigades continue to be of a very 
friendly nature. The Executive Committee is represented on the Committee 
formed by the Earl of Meath for encouraging the physical training of boys. It 
1s to be borne in mind that the Brigade does not pauperise: one penny, and in 
some cases twopence, per week is paid by each boy to his Company. The 
Companies in the Provinces continue to make very satisfactory progress. A 
Labour Bureau, with a register of vacant situations for lads, is kept in connection 
with the Brigade, and officers of Companies become Visiting Guardians of the 
lads in their Companies who are serving apprenticeship under the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. 


Accompanying the Report is the following appeal :— 


In presenting the following report of the progrese of the Brigade, the Executive 
Committee feels itself seriously hampered in two important respects. The Brigade is 
essentially and wholly a practical and operative institution, and not a charitable one ; it 
makes no appeal to abstract sentiments, but as is shown in the Report, it performs real, 
necessary and even noble work, for the furtherance of which it requires financial and per- 
sonal support. The Executive Committee is convinced that the record of steady and 
unassuming progress which the Report contains will not fail to bring home to the Jewish 
community the fact that a great and far-reaching movement is on foot in its midat,a 
movement which, by ameliorating the physical and moral condition of our youths, bids 
fair to raise up a standard of manliness, which should deal the death-blow to anti- 
Semitism. 


A display is to be given by the winning Companies of the Brigade at the 
recent Banner Competitions at the Portman Rooms, Baker Street, on Thursday, 
July Sth. Major-General Trotter, the General Officer commanding the Home

Athalie.

Quite quietly, a reform was effected on Wednesday, evening last, which 


may have far-reaching consequences. In these days of speedy and distant 
travel, the decennial performance of the Ober-Ammergau and other “ Passion 
Plays,” has accustomed many thousands to the sight of scenes from sacred 
history, presented with all the staging of a modern theatre. But since the 
mediwval ‘Miracle Plays,’ events narrated in the Bible have not, in 
this country, been placed on the stage with— the usual mounting of 
a play. Mr. Charles Fry, who. is well-known in conjunction with Miss 
Olive Kennett for their interesting “Costume Recitals,” has been the 
first. to secure the consent of the Lord Chamberlain to the mounting 
and presentation on the English stage of incidents from ancient Jewish history 
taken from the Bible. There was a large gathering at St. George’s Hall on 
Wednesday evening to witness the first representation (the second will be given 
this evening) of Racine’s sacred drama “ Athalie,” which has not been publicl 

performed in England previously, in its original dramatic form, since the Frenc 

poet wrote it, to become known as his finest play, in 1690, Mr. Fry arranged 
the representation to the accompaniment of Mendelssobn’s music, completed in 
1815; the overture and the famous “ War march of the Priests” indeed, having 
been written in London in the previous year. Mr. Fry himself took the part 
of Joad, the High Priest, Miss Kennett that of Queen Athalie. 
These experienced players. gave a fine interpretation to their tragic 
lines, and they were well supported by alarge company, prominent among whom 


were Miss Elsie Fogerty (Josabeth), Mr, Arthur Fayne (Mathan), and Mr. E. | 


Webster (Abner). The music was rendered without a hitch by the Chorns and 
Orchestra of the London Organ School, under the direction of Dr. Yorke 
Trotter, and the whole performance was carried out with dignity and reverence. 
The costumes, arms, and instruments of ancient Jerusalem were reproduced 
with much grace of form and _ colour, from designs by Miss N. 
Fry, assistance having been rendered by M. Georges Baillet, Socié- 
tare of the Comedie Francaise, and by the Rev. Francis L. 
Cohen. The traditions of the Théatre Francais were followed as closely as the 
English translation (mainly that by the late Mr, Bartholomew) and the addition 
of Mendelssohn's music would permit. Over sixty performers, not counting 
instrumentalists, took part in the spirited and very successful production of 
this Biblical drama,

Sir J. SepaG Monrertore, Bart., presided at the monthly meeting of the 


Board of Deputies, which was held on Sunday last at the Vestry Room of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Lauderdale Road. There were also present : 
Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P., Messrs. D. L. Alexander, Q.C., 8. Alexander, 
M, Castello, J. A. Cohen, E. P. Davis, Ellis A. Franklin, Joseph Freedman, 
D. Josephs, W. T. Leviansky, Abraham Levy, Joshua M. Levy. A. Mocatta, J. 
Prag, and A, M. Wartski. : 


Mr. C. H. L. EMAaNveEt (Solicitor and Secretary), said that the intervention 
of the Board had been sought on behalf of a Jewish lad who complained of 
unfair treatment which he had received whilst employed as a cattle tender on 
one the vessels chartered by the Atlantic Transport Company. The lad, who 
is named Aaron Rosenstein, and is an American subject, born in New York, states 
that he was engaged on the quay at New York to serve. on 
the outward and homeward voyage of the transport liner, “ Huropean,’ 
The terms of his engage- 
ment were to the effect that he was to serve as a cattle 
tender and receive ten dollars as wages during his engagement. He 
states that immediately the vessel proceeded on her voyage he was ordered to 
work on deck as an able seaman, and when the vessel arrived in port he was 
sent off without his formal discharge, and his wages withheld from him on the 


‘ground that he had worked his passage over and was not entitled to be paid. 


Rosenstein was left destitute in London and had since been living on charity. 
Mr. Emanuel said he had brought the facts of the case under the notice of the 
Board of Trade, pointing out that this,in conjunction with the case of the 
man Prochowsky, who wasrobbed and cruelly illtreated on one of the vessels of 
the Atlantic Transport Co., seemed to indicate a systematic illtreatment of the 
Jews employed as cattle tenders, and urging the Board to take steps to bring 
about a discontinuance of the practice. | 


Mr. W. T. LevIANsky said that it did not appear that the lad had been 
hadly treated because of his religious belief, and therefore he did not think the 
Board of Deputies was justified in taking up the matter officially. 


Sir SAMUEL Monracu, Bart.. said that care should have been taken to 
verify the facts of the case before the Board of Trade was communicated with. 
If it should transpire that the story was false or greatly exaggerated, the Board 
of Deputies would be made to appear extremely ridiculous. | 

After some comments by Mr. Mocarra and Mr. D. L. 
rai oie ().C., it was decided to await a reply to the letter sent to the Board 
of Trade. | 

In reply to a question by Mr. MANUEL Cas?eLio, as to what would become 


of the boy Rosenstein in the meantime, Sir Samcen Monvacu said that as the 


case was being investigated by the Board of Guardians he had no doubt that he 
would be properly cared for. 
Jews in the Navy. 

Some little time back the Board of Deputies, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Alderman A, L,: MANUEL, communicated with the Admiralty, asking that Jews in 
ihe Navy should be afforded, as far as the exigences of the service would 
permit, similar facilities for observing Jewish Sabbaths and festivals 
to those already granted to Jews in the Army. The Admiralty 
have replied to the effect that whilst every facility, so far as is 
practicable, is given to officers and men of various religious denominations in the 
Navy to observe their religion, the conditions of service on Her Majesty's ships 
are such a8 to render the carrying out of the arranyement suggested by the 
Board of Deputies quite impracticable. | 


Sir SAMUEL Montracu said that he was personally acquainted with Mr. 
roschen, the First Lord of the Admiralty, and would take an opportunity of 
discussing the matter with him with a view to obtaining a further consideration 
of the Board’s application. : 
The Jewish Law of Marriage and Divorce. 


Tho Law and Parliamentary Committee presented their report on the 
questions remitted to them by the Board, wherein the Committee were asked 


-to-express a legal opinion on certain matrimonial cases in which the Jewish 


Law conflicted with the civil law. The first case was that of a ‘“ Cohen,’ who 
was married to a woman under the impréssion that she was a widow, and who 
deserted her after marriage on discovering that she had been divorced in her native 
country. He also failed to contribute towards her maintenance, and had several 
times Coal committed to prison in consequence. The Committee were of 
opinion that in the case in point it would be unadvisable to contest the civil 
law on the ground that it varied with the Jewish Law. ‘The report also dealt 
with two cases concerning which the Board of Guardians had sought the opinion 
of the Board of Deputies. 


Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY said that the report possessed so many important 
features that it was not advisable that the Board should adopt it without mature 
and careful consideration, and he therefore moved that the discussion on the 
report should be adjourned until the next meeting, and in the meantime a copy 
of the report should be sent to every member of the Board. 


Mr. J. PRAG seconded the motion, which was unanimously adopted, and it 
was decided to convene a special meeting for the purpose of considering the 
report, 

The Oxford and Cambridge Local Examinations. 

A letter was read from the London County Council Technical Education 
Board pointing out the injustice, to the Jewish community and other bodies, 
which was involved in the practice on the part of the Oxford and Cambridge 
Local Examination Board of charging a fee for special papers set 
on alternate days for those candidates whose religious convictions debarred 
them from taking their papers on the days for which they were set. The 
Technical Education Board expressed the opinion that an endeavour should be 
made to induce the Universities to remit the fees, and they would gladly 
co-operate in any action that might be taken. 

On the motion of Mr. Josuva M. Levy, it was resolved to co-operate with 
the London County Council Technical Education Board as suggested. 


The approaching Visit of the Khedive. 
On the suggestion of the CHAIRMAN it was unanimously resolved to take 
advantage of the opportunity afforded by the visit to London of the Khedive of 
Egypt to present him with an address from the Anglo-Jewish community. 


The Distress Amongst the Roumanian and Russian Jews. 


Mr. 8. ALEXANDER called the attention of the Board to the precarious 
condition of the Jews in various parts of Russia and Roumania, and pointed 
out that a large increase in the emigration to England would no doubt result. 
He urged the need for some measures being taken by the Anylo-Jewish com- 
munity to alleviate the distress of those who might temporarily find a home on 
these shores, 


_ Sir Samue. Monvacu said that although the matter did not quite come 
within the purview of the Board, Mr. Alexander had done good service in 
referring to the condition of the Russian and Roumanian Jews, which 


undoubtedly was of a most serious nature. It should not, however, be forgotten © 


that the French Jewish community, who had been directly appealed to by the 
Bessarabian Jews, were not burdened to so great an extent as the Anglo-J ewish 
community, and should, therefore, contribute liberally. He hoped that many 
of those Russian and Roumanian Jews who were unhappily situated in their 
own country, would, as soon as peace was concluded, be able to emigrate to 
South Africa, and settle down in that country as colonists under the British flag. 
The distress amongst the Bessarabian Jews was mainly due to the famine con- 
sequent upon the failure of the harvest, and the situation there, it was to be 
hoped, would improve with time. 


After the transaction of some business of minor importance, the meeting 
terminated.

A Golden Wedding Celebration at Dunedin (N.Z.,) 


On Sunday April 20th was celebrated in the Synagogue at Dunedin, New 
Zealand, the golden wedding of the President of the Congregation, Mr. Julius 
Hyman, J.P., and his wife, Mrs. Hedwig Hyman. The Synagogue was filled 
with Christian and Jewish friends, At the appointed hour the venerable pair 
were escorted into the Synagogue by the members of the Committee, headed 
by Mr. D. E. Theomin, the Vice-President. An impressive service, with choral 
music to. organ accompaniment, was conducted by the minister, the Rev. A. 
T’. Chodowski, who also delivered a touching address, in the course of which he 
described the work which Mr. and Mrs. Hyman had done for the congregation 
and the community at large during thirty-eight years. The Service concluded 
with the playing of Mendelssobn’s ‘‘ Wedding March.” 

On the tollowing evening the Committee organised a conversazione, which 
was attended by a large ngmber of Christian friends’ as well as the whole body 
of the congregation. The Mayor, Mr. Chisholm, presided. ‘The congregation 
prescnted to Mr. and Mrs. Hyman an address, handsomely engrossed in album 
form and signed by about 160 Jews, men, women and children; another 
address was presented by the ofhce-bearers and members of Lodge Otago, 
IC. 844; and a third by the “Chevra Kadisha,’ of which Mr. Hyman is 
founder and President. The congregation also made a jubilee present to Mrs. 
Hyman of a golden wreath, and to Mr. Hyman of a gold bouquet-holder. The 
Freemasons presented Mr. Hyman with a past-master’s jewel, which the W.M. 
of the Lodge, Dr. Closs, pinned on his breast. Many representatives of other 
English and Scottish Lodges and of the District Grand Lodges attended. 

The proceedings were enlivened by a musical programme, to which an 
efficient orchestra and the splendid choir of the synagogue contributed. 

At the commencement of the proceedings, the Rev. Mr. Chodowski, on 
behalf of the Committee, read a large number of letters and telegrams of 
congratulations to Mr. and Mrs. Hyman, among which were letters from Sir 
Robert Stuart, formerly Premier and now Chief Justice of New Zealand ; the 
Hon. J.G. Ward, Colonial Secretary, on behalf of the Government; the Chief 
Rabbi, the Jewish Ministers in New Zealand, as well as from private friends in 
other colonies and a cablegram from Mrs. Hyman’s brother, Mr. I. Danziger, 
of Manchester. 

The whole arrangements for the ceremony in the synagogue and the 
conversazione were devised and carried out in a niost satisfactory manner by 
Mr. D. E. Theomin, assisted by the members of the Committee. 

A correspondent writes :— 

Mr. Hyman was born on October 15, 1825, at Neuenberg, near Danzig, 
Prussia. He entered into business in his native town, and successs so rapidly 
rewarded his energy that at the ave of 24 hemarried Miss Danziger, the daughter 
of the well-known scholar, Rev. M. L. Danziger, with whom he removed to 
Kngland. After ripening his business experience in that country for two years 
he determined to cast in his lot with the Colonies, and arrived ia Melbourne in 
Iso2. Here Mr. Hyman found abundant scope for his energies, the discovery of 
gold at Bendigo in 1851 having started Victoria on its career of progress. | 'o1 
the next ten years he successfully engaved in the extensive mercantile ventures 
which followed the rapid increase of population, finding time nevertheless to 
devote to communal affairs as a member of the Committee of the Burke Street 
Synagogue, the oldest in Victoria.

In 18s), he helped to raise a 
sum of £1,650 by means of a bazaar, to which all classes and creeds contributed 
for the purpose of reducing the debt of the synagogue, and, at a later date, in 
1807, he collected the sum of £500 in one week, for the reduction of the debt 
on the new building.

Literary News. 


A new edition of the “ Authorised Daily Prayer Book,” with the trans- 
lation of the Rev. S. Singer, will be shortly published, for the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, by Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode. The price will be, as 
before, one shilling, but there will be several forms ata higher price, with better 
bindings.’ There will also be a thin paper edition, which will be lighter in the 
hand. Mr. Singer has also been approached by the Roedelheim firm for per- 
mission to use his rendering in a foreign edition of the Prayer Book.—There is 
nothing like personal feeling for giving vigour to scholarly amenities. Dr, 
Brody's attack on Dr. Kaminka’s edition of the Tachkemoni is a notable instance 
of this. Whether such an onslaught is in place in a publication like the 
“ Zeitschrift fiir Hebraeische Bibliographie” may be doubted, however. 
The second number of the new issue of this bi-montbly is otherwise full 
of valuable matter. It has long lists of new books, many reviews, 
a continuation of Dr. Steinschneider’s account of Christian Hebraists, 
and other articles. Among the latter is Professor Richard Gottheil’s 
clear description of a pamphlet relating to the Jews and _ published 
in Mexico in 1807. It deals with the Napoleonic “ Decreto ” and the Paris San- 
hedrin, and contains also a short account of the Jewish ceremonies. The author, 
Don Juan Lopez Cancelada, “firmly believes that the American Indians are 
descendants of the Ten lost Tribes. The author of the book was avery pro- 
lific writer.” No notice of this book is found in any of the bibliographical 
works at Professor Gottheil’s disposal, but a copy exists in the Columbia 
University Library. While on the subject of bibliography, it may be mentioned 
that the first half of the very elaborate Orientalische Bibliographi: for 1900, has 
now been issued by Reuther and Reichard, of Berlin (edited by Dr. Lucian 
Scherman). | | 

Volumes VI. and VII. of Luzac’s Semitic Text and Translation Series con- 
tain ‘ The Reports of the Magicians and Astrologers of Nineveh and Babylon 
in the British Museum.” In these volumes Mr. R. C. Thompson deals with 
the tablets in the Kouyunjik Collections of the Museum, consisting of astrolo- 
gical reports sent at intervals to the reigning king at Nineveh from different 
parts of Babylonia and Assyria during the 8th and 7th centuries B.C. 

Tke texts here published are a class by themselves, and are readily distinguished from 
other inscriptions of that period, for they are written upon oblong, pillow-shaped tablets, 
and they are generally signed by the astrologers who drew them up. A large number of 
the reports record obs:rvations of the moon, and it is probable, as Mr. Thompson has 
pointed out in his introduction, that these observations were made with the express pur- 
pose of determining the length of the month. Others of the tablets are of a pure 
astrological nature, and contain omens for the King and for Assyria and the neighb ouring 
countries, deduced from the sun, moon, and stars, and from storms, thunder, earthquakes, 
eclipses, etc. The fir:t volume consists of a series of eighty-five plates, in which the text$ 
of two hundred and seventy-seven selected reports are printed in the well-known type of 
Messrs. Harrison and Sons. Thesecond volume contains the transliterations and trans- 
lations of these texts, together with the transliterated texts of numerous duplicates, so 
that we now have in our hands a complete edition of these interesting documents; notes 
are appended to the text, and the volume concludes with a vocabulary and an index. The 
two volumes comprise a large quantity of new and valuable material for the Assyriologist 
to study, and the fact that Mr. Thompson has furnished his texts with translations will 
render his book of service to a far larger body of readers. |

The MSS. from the Cairo Geniza. 


In the forty-seventh annual report of the Library Syndicate to the Senate 
of the University of Cambridge, some account of the work done so far on the 
Taylor-Schechter Collection of Hebrew documents and manuscript fragments 
from Cairo is given in areport made by Dr. Schechter to the Syndicate and 
printed as an appendix to the report {reprinted below.| The number of pieces 
cleaned, pressed, &c., up to the end of the year 1899 was as follows: vellum 
1368 ; paper 2443. Over 400 of these have been placed between glass. Mr. H. li. 
Pass, B.A., of St. John’s College, has been engaged in identifying and arranging 
the Biblical part of the collection, 


Report of the Reader in Talmudic on the Taylor-Schechter Collection. 


_The preliminary examination of the Genizah collection is now completed, 
and we are able to speak with some certainty of its contents. They may be 
classified as follows: 


1. Bible ineluding Versions and Haphtorah. Many of these are provided 


Among them are fragments showing pale- 
ographical characteristics which enable us to place them at an earlier date than 
that to which the Petersburg Codex is assigned.° They also furnish us with a 
fair number of instances in which the text of the Bible is represented by a 
peculiar system of initials and abbreviations, and provided with a third system 
of punctuation only known from manuscripts coming from the Genizah. Among 
the Versions we have also a few fragments of the Targum Yerushalmi, of 
which practically no manuscript authority has been hitherto available. Among 
the Haphtorah fragments we have a fair number representing the T'riennia! 
Cycle which has disappeared for centuries. It is worth mentioning that we 
bave also aroll on which a number of Psalms are written out apparently for 
reading in the Synagogue: this may perhaps help towards solving the question 
whether there were also Haphtaroth from the Hagiographa. 


2. Apocrypha. We have now fragments of the original Hebrew of Ben 


Sira representing three different manuscripts, which have been edited by the 
Master of St. John’s and Dr. Schechter. The Megillath Antiochus is repre- 
sented in many copies. Mr. Pass has lately discovered an Aramaic fragment, 
similar in character to a Targum, which may perhaps have formed the original 
of the Testament of the Twelve Patriarchs. In this connection may be 
mentioned a larger fragment. of Samaritan origin (probably emanating from 
the sect of the Dostaim) which gives many quotations from the Book of 
Jubilees and which on further study should heip to solve the problem of this 
Apocryphon. 


3. Talmud including Midrash and other Rabbinic commentaries and super- 
commentaries. ‘Of these the most important are the fragments from the 


Mishnah and the Talmud provided with vowels and accents. Of the Talmud 
Yerushalmi, of which no manuscript of any importance was known until now, 
we possess a fair number of fragments mente apparently from a very early 
period and full of variants. Among the Midrash fragments it is worth 
mentioning here those coming from the Mechiltah of Rabbi Simon Ben Yoch:i 
and other Midrashim which were either entirely unknown or else known to us 
only from the mention made of them by early writers. As to the super- 
commentaries it may be remarked that many date from the Geonaic Period and 
are thus of great importance for acritical study of the Talmud. Under this 
class may also be included the fragments representing the Responsa of the 
Geenim some of which are written on long rolls and are probably autograph, the 
oldest of their kind in the world. | , 


}, FTistory. This branch of collection is represented by fragments of such 
hooks as the Roll of the Fasts, Seder Olam (Major and Minor), and the pseudo- 
Yosippon, Of documents there are many thousands. A large number of these 
are of a legal character, such as contracts, conveyances, bills, marriage deeds, 

The earliest bears the date a.p. 750. | Others 
represent the autograph correspondence of the Rabbis of those times. 
Amongst them occur autograph letters of Chusheil and Shemariah (edited in 
the Jewish Quarterly Review, Vol. xi., p. 643), Maimonides (six letters) and 
other men famous in the annals of Jewish history. Very interesting, also, are 
the fragments of a polemical nature which throw a great light on the controversy 
between the Rabbinites and the Karaites. . 


5, Liturgy. Here we have restored to us the very earliest forms of the 
original prayers of the Jews which were used in Palestine. ‘They have been 
edited in the Jewish Quarterly Review, Vol. x., p. 654, and re-edited in Dalman’s 
Die Worte Jesu. There are also large numbers of bymns and other poetical 
pieces from Paitanim unknown till now. One of these hymns is written on 


papyrus in book form, but the book is badly damaged, and only the inner halves 
of the leaves are preserved. 


6. Massorah, Grammar, Vocabularies and Exegesis, In this class are found 
fragments from almost every work of the earliest known Jewish Grammarians 
and Commentators of the Bible as well as of many hitherto unknown. The 
Massorah fragments deserve special study, since they sometimes contain matter 
not to be found in the printed editions, : 

7. Bibliography is represented by a large number of colophons, title-pages 
of works which are themselves lost, and catalogues of private libraries of various 
individuals. 

Miscellanea : Medicine, amulets, and magical books, children’s exercises, etc., 
mostly dating about the ‘th to 11th centuries, | 


0. O£ fragments representing other languages than Hebrew, or Arabie in 
addition’ to Hebrew, may ‘mentioned here the manuscript containing 
French Aliscans (edited by Dr. Braunholtzin the Zeitschr. fiir roman Philologie, 
Band xxii, pp. 91 and 250); also fragments in Greek, Georgian, Syriac, and 
Coptic, which are almost all palimpsest. The Greek fragments are portions 
of Aquila and of the New Testament. A part of the Aquila has been edited 
by Mr, F. C. Burkitt, by whom it was first discovered and identified. Another 
volume is in preparation by Dr. Taylor. The Syriac fragments, numbering 
about 30, have just been edited by Mrs. Lewis and Mrs, Gibson, while the other 
palimpsests are still awaiting examination. This is also the case with the purely 
Arabic collection written in Hebrew or Arabic characters, which numbers many 
thousands of fragments and which thus far has not been examined atall. To 


judge however from the Hebrew collection, it must also include many treasures 
for the student of Semitic Languages. .

She was the worthy devoted wife of her great 
husband ; she shared all his noble aspirations and encouraged him in his never- 
ending work. Asa mother she was perfect. As a womap, sister of less fortunate 
womer. she was the personification of love and charity. She was active on 
innumerable organisations having for their object the benefit of the suffering, 
especially suffering women, and her private benefactions (for herself and for 
others whose almoner she was) were immense, One further characteristic I 
may refer to. In an age not too religious, religion held a large place in her 
mind and heart, and she felt it her duty to give public attestation to her love 
and reverence for the Supreme. Neither the summer heat nor the winter cold, 
neither rain-showers nor snow-storms, kept her from the house of worship. She 
has left this world for another. May one element of the happiness she will 
there enjoy be the knowledge that, led by her example, other women will 
follow in her footsteps, and so carry on her influence, if not ber name too, to

BROILED SALMON.—Mix well together two table-spoonfu's of salad oil, one tea- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, one gherkin finely chopped, one anchovy alro finely chopped, 
and a pinch of cayenne. Rub both sides of a slice of salmon with this mixture, wap itin 
oiled paper and broil over a clear slack fire. Serve in the paper. 


CHOCOLATE PuppINGs.—Take half-a-pint of fine breadcrumbs and mix with them 
half-a-pound of grated chocolate, some castor sugar, and three well-beaten eges, flavour 
wit! vanilla essence; pour into well-greased pudding cupsand bake. Serve hot. 


LIGHT CLARET CuPp.—To one bottle of light claret put a syphon of soda water, a 
little sugar, the thin rind of a Jemon, a sprig of mint, and three slices of cucumber; let 
this stand for two hours, and then ice it well.

A SOLDIER'S DISCHARGE. 


THE MELANCHOLY END OF HIS MERITORIOUS CAREER. 


“Tis a bad job. LIlove the army, and yet I have to leave it.” The man was 
doleful, and with good reason. For close upon six years—‘‘the happiest time
